The Public Archives 
System in France 


The beginning of our overview of the French public archive 
system describes their highly centralized nature. While in the past 
few years, particularly under President Mitterand’s governments, 
there has been a tendency to move documents to locations outside 
Paris, most documents that were in the capital city still remain in 
Paris. 

The organization that is responsible for the conservation of all 
archive documents (with the exception of documents coming from 
the Ministry of Affairs and the Ministry of Defence) is the National 
Archives of France, located in Paris. This centralization was 
created during the French Revolution in 1794. 

The French National Archives is the most important of all 
depository of archives and may be one of the most important in the 
world. What do we find at the National Archives? 

* Catholic registers also called “parish registers,” and later to be 
called “civil registers,” 

* An “old section,” which deals with documents relative to th 
institutions and administrations that existed before and during the 
French Revolution, and those documents that the government has 
confiscated such as: Knighthoods; Titles of Nobility; documents 
relative to persons who were allowed into the King’s coach; 
documents relative to persons who were allowed to talk to His 
Majesty, the King; documents relative to His Majesty’s, the King’s 
guards; pensions accorded by His Majesty’s, the King’s House, etc. 

There is also a service that deals exclusively with state and 
personal seals. In addition, we find: A “modern” section which 
handles documents of the different ministries exception made with 
that of Foreign Affairs and Defence from the year 1789, A “section

The difference between men and boys - especially at Christmas - is the price of their toys! 
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outre-mer”, (literally meaning, “outer France”), which administers 
the archives of France’s ex-colonies (This “section” is located in 
Aix-en-Provence.). A centralized notary section where one can find 
all the wills and testaments made in the city of Paris, personal 
documents that have been given to the State, including plans, maps, 
company and business documents. There is also a computer and 
photographic section. 

The National Archives is the central microfilm depository for 
France: it is they who have the responsibility for keeping the 
original microfilms. These are,-curiously, stored in southern 
France. ; 

It is at this stage that we find how useful it is to know the basics of 
how a country is run before undertaking any genealogical research. 

France is composed of approximately 101 departments, 95 of 
which are considered to be “metropolitan France,” two which 


constitute Corsica, one is Guadeloupe, another is Martinique, 
Guyane and Reunion. And there still exist territories as well. 
Departements are a purely French Revolution creation and their 
numbers have varied with history. At one time, for example, 
Algeria, today, an independent country, was composed of 3 French 
departments. It was at another point subdivided into 15 
departments! 

Metropolitan France, for many years, was administer by comtes, 
duches and provinces. Cities were often the property of nobles. In 
order for persons to travel to a particular city, he might need to 
travel through all three jurisdictions just as if travelling through 
three or more foreign countries. Different persons owned different 
tracts of land. As we come closer to the French Revolution, we find 
provinces and or large duches. The vicomtes, comtes and small 
subdivisions gradually disappear. The Revolution was supposed to 
sweep these differences and create a united France. With France’s 
continuing surprises, we find that these reputed notions of 
administrative unity in work will again change. 

Today, France is composed administratively of regions. A 
region is a subdivision of the State comprised of several 
departments. Each region has a president. In effect he is a little 
president of what was once called a province. We talked about 101 
departments. The presiding officer, the prefet, is nominated by the 
Council of Ministers presided by the Prime Minister and the 
President. This officer is the Government’s representative. he 
coordinates most of the administrative services of the State. At one 
time, the prefet was master of his own house. Today, he is seen as a 
pure civil servant and most French people don’t even know his 
name. Disappear the departement? No, not really, because it is at 
this second stage of genealogical work that you will go. You will 
head for les archives departementales of a particular department.

Traveling to Poland 

Since country boundaries, curriencies, costs and governments are in a state of flux these days, it is mandatory for 
travelers to thave the most up-to-date travel guides when traveling to Eastern Europe or the former Soviet Union. A 
recently published travel guide to Poland includes many town maps, color pictures and a list of alternative place 
names (German & English equivalents). One such kook looks like a winner; Poland - A Travel Survival Kit by 
Krzysztof Dydynski, Lonely Planet Publications, 1993, $17.95. It is more ocmplete than the Fodor’s or Michelin 
/ guides I used in 1989 for my own trip to Poland with regard to things worth seeing, when museums are open, varied 
X¥ ax restaurants and “relative” prices for everything (the author wants to receive feed-back from recent travelers as to 
a~/ prices and accommodations fora future reprint). I would have liked to have had this book with me on my trip. The 
areas covered are: Warsaw, Mazovia region (i.e. Lodz, Bialystok, Tykocin), Krakow, Malopolska region (i.e. Pinc- 

606 6 6062": Kielce, Ujazd, Radom, Lublin), Carpathian Mountain region (i.e. Tamow, Rzeszow, Leski, Gorlice), Silesia 
(i.e. Upper Silesia - Katowice, Pszczyna, Wroclaw; Lower Silesia - Opole, Brzeg, Legnica; Sudeten area - Glo- 
gowek, Nysa, Swidnica), Wielkopolkska region (i.e. Kalisz, Poznan, Strzelno, Inowroclaw), Pomerania (i.e. Lower 
Vistula - Bydgoszcz, Torun, Chalmno, Gdansk; Center & Western - Slupsk, Koszalin, Szczecin), and Masuria reg- 
ion (i.e. Olsztyn Region - Dobre Miasto, Reszel; Augustow-Suwalki region).

_ midday on April 16. 


~An American businessman 
called Ian MacDonald exper- 
ienced this astonishing vision 
in 1896. 

During a visit to Scotland 
Ian decided to go to Culloden. 

The story of how his ances- 
tor had fled from the scene had 
been passed down through 
each generation and he was 
itching to see the place for 
himself. 

The date was April 16. It 
was approaching 12 noon and 
Tan was just a few hundred 
yards from Culloden Moor 
when a strange thing happened. 

His horse suddenly leapt into 
the air and as if her very life de- 
pended on it, bolted over the 
fields at a fantastic rate. 

Seconds later MacDonald 
was in the midst of two armies 
- swords were flashing all ar-: 
ound him and the noise of the 
musket fire was deafening. 

A horseman in Highland 
battle dress and with double 
edged sword hanging from his 
belt, said “It’s gie bad fur us 
Ian.” (In fact 1,000 of Bonnie 
Prince Charlie’s men were 
killed in the battle which effec- 
tively ended the second Jaco- 
bite rebellion. The 5,000 clans- 


men were hopelessly outnum- 


bered against the 9,000 troops 
in the Duke of Cumberland’s 
army.) 

The last thing Ian remem- 
bered was being wounded in 
the chest and falling from his 
horse. 

When awakened he was 


back in his hotel room, with a 
doctor bandaging a badly 
bruised arm. 

“You had a nasty tumble 
from your horse, laddie,” said 
the doctor, “but no bones are 
broken.” . 

Later Ian told some local 
worthies about his experience. 
And, he discovered that the 
same thing had happened to 
many others who have gone to 
Culloden Moor on April 16 - 
just before midday.

All is known about Jerome 
Pierce is that he was a 31 year 
old mechanic from Orange, 
Massachusetts, who joined the 
36th Infantry of the Union 
Army in 1862. 

Ms. Abernathy has searched 
for more than ten years for the 
descendants of the Pierce fam- 
ily to tell them about her 
2-great grandfather’s promise 
and the learn more about the 
man whose grave she has de- 
corated all of her life.

Hispanic Researchers networking nationally 


The Quincentennial 1992 year generated an expanded awareness 
of Spain’s historical presence. One result is increased interest 
among Hispanics to trace personal roots. 

Organizations long involved with Spanish language genealogical 
research are experiencing unprecendented inquiries and member- 
ship growth. Many Hispanic genealogical societies were organized 
by residents with roots native to the area, such as Los Bexarenos 
Genealogical Society in San Antonio, Texas and Los Pobladores in 
Los Angeles, California. 

Three genealogical societies, however, one in California, Society 
of Hispanic and Ancestral Research (SHAAR) and two in Texas, 
Hispanic Genealical Association (HGS) in Houston and Spanish 
American Genealogical Association (SAGA) in Corpus Christi, 
started out with a more expanded vision of what their organizations 
could contribute nationally. 

Although the Texas groups’ research has been primarily con- 
cerned with Mexican roots, SHHAR in southern California was an 
outgrowth of Hispanic individuals not living in the area of their 
ancestry. SHHAR members have been involved with tracing lines 
back to early ancestry in many locations. SHHAR, with the goal of 
halping all Hispanic researchers, stress awareness of shared blood 
lines, by calling their newsletter Somos Primos, (We are Cousins). 

SHHAR, SAGA and HGS all recognize Texas’ historical posi- 
tion as a general geographic pathway into and out of Mexico. The 
Texas groups, more connected to Mexican roots by proximity have 
researched and extracted documentation of monumental proportion.

“We know that most of the Hispanics in the southwest, who are de- 
scendants of the early Spanish colonizeers, originally from north 
from Nuev Espana through what was Texas,” stated Mira Smith- 
wick, President SAGA. “What we are doing in Texas will help re- 
searchers make these earliest of connections. They will discover 
the pathways taken by their ancestors. And, even more fun, they 
will find aunts, uncles, cousins, generations removed living in other 
parts of the continent and the world.” 

Raul Guerra, President of SHHAR, stated, “Spain’s colonizing 
and expansion sent family members throughout the Americas. His- 
panics will find primos not only in the southwest, but in the Ameri- 
cas and Europe.” Ophelia Marques, SHHAR Board Member, has 
traced many Hispanic lines back to the fifteen and sixteen hundres. 
From Mexico, she traced lines back to Italy, Belgium, Spain, 
Basque areas in Spain, Portugal, Peru and Honduras. “Southern Ca- 
lifornia is unique. We have Hispanics from all over the world here, 
” said Mr. Guerra. “It was a natural for a group like ours to develop 
here.” 

Many members of these and other genealaogical Hispanic orga- 
nizations have successfully traced their ancestors back to the ear- 
liest of exlorers and colonizers. Success is being facilitated by in- 
creased networking between Hispanic genealogical organizations.

FSS Revived Parish Registers can help with Scottish research 





The filming of Old Parish 
Registers (OPR’s) has been 
completed by the Family His- 
tory Library of Salt Lake City. 

The OPR’s were kept by the 
session clerk or the minister of 
the church or parish concerned, 
and the earliest surviving regis- 
ter is 1553 for Errol in the 
County of Perth. OPR’s are 
basically registers of the estab- 
lished Church of Scotland. 
Most parish registers were well 
kept, with the entries made in 
chronological order. 


Some entries are labeled 
RNE, which stands for “Regis- 
ter of Neglected Entries.” 
These, mostly births, were not 
registered at the time they 
occurred, but were recorded af- 
ter 1855. 

Some Presbyterians, such as 
the Original Seceders of 1733, 
ceased to be members of the es- 
tablished Church of Scotland 
and did not always record their 
births and marriages in the par- 
ish register. 

In 1783, a Stamp Act was

passed, imposing a tax on ey- 
ery entry of a birth-baptism, 
marriage and burial. From 
1783-1794, when the act was 
repealed, some people did not 
register these events, and mi- 
nisters who did not agree with 
the tax simply refused to keep 
records, so that they would not 
be fined for not collecting the 
tax. 
Parish records were written 
in English, or in old Scots in 
the early years. They are not in 
Latin, as some people think, 
when they first see the old-style 
writing, 

Most OPR’s are in good con- 
dition and are not difficult to 
read until you get back to the 
early 1700’s. The biggest 
problem is reading and under- 
standing the numbers, often 
written in Roman numerals. 

Some OPR’s provide a 


wealth of detail, such as the 
names and kinship of the peo- 
ple after whom a child was 
named. In other records, you 
may find recorded the occupa- 
tion of the father; place of 
birth, including the name of the 
farm; and witnesses or spon- 
sors, who were often uncles, 
aunts or grandparents. 

In the marriage registers of 
OPR’s prior to 1855, the date 
you find is more likely to have 
been the date of the Proclama- 
tion of Banns, or the date when 
the marriage was contracted, 
rather than the date of the 
marriage. 

These OPR’s are available 
for use at most LDS Family 
History Centers across the 
country. There is a Family 
History Center about 5 minutes 
from the Odom Library in 
Moultrie.

The Clan MacLeod gathered 
among the many other clans at 
the Stone Mountain Highland 
Games the weekend of October 
17th. During the course of the 
day, it was reported to 


members of Clan MacLeod - 


that allegedly, Clan Morrison 
had, mounted on a pike in front 
of their tent, the bloody head of 
a MacLeod. Jan MacLeod and 
Patricia O’Neill were sent on a 
scouting mission to see if this 
was, in fact, true. They 
returned and reported that 
indeed there was a bloody head 
on a pike positioned in front of 
Clan Morrison’s tent and told 
the following story, as 
explained to them by Ann 
Morrison, Chairperson of Clan 
Morrison: 

“It was a cold and windy 
night in the mountains of West 
Virginia. Members of Clan 
Morrison were returning home 
in their car, and on the road 
they saw hitchhiking a person 
who appeared to be a member 
of Clan MacLeod. (You could 
tell by his ‘Loud MacLeod’ 
tartan...) The members of Clan 
Morrison stopped to do some 
shopping before continuing 
their journey, and soon after 
they began traveling again, 
they came around a hairpin turn 
in the road, and there was the 
poor MacLeod - nothing left of 
him but his head and a wee bit 


of his tartan. They scooped ” 


him up, and brought him home 
with them. Since they did not 
know his name, they 
nicknamed him, ‘Roadkill 
MacLeod’.” (A likely story!) 

Franklin Wyatt 
recommended Clan MacLeod 
arrest the Morrison”s for 
vehicular homicide! As an act 
of revenge, Col. Purdy B. 
McLeod, during the parade of 
tartans, carried a small placard 
that read, “Karl Marx’

hoping that members of Clan 
Morrison would notice that the 
Macleod’’s had seen the head of 
their clansman, and would 
ready themselves for 
retaliation. Gathering around 
him, clansmen and 
clanswomen, the MacLeod’s 
stormed the Morrison camp, to 
take back the remains of their 
clan member. 

The Morrison’s however, 
had scouts out on the road, and 
as the horde of Macleod’ s 
rounded the corner near the 
Morrison tent, Daphne 
Broughton and another 
clanswoman were standing 
guard over the Morrison 
ground, with claymores drawn. 

The irate Macleod’s 
demanded the return of their 
clansman. After a short period 
of negotiation, the members of 
Clan Morrison were in fact 
arrested, and were marched 
with the head of the MacLeod 


clansman still mounted on the 
pike, to the Clan MacLeod tent. 

There, the Morrison’s were 
forced to drink a toast to the 
membership of Clan MacLeod 
with MacLeod’s Isle of Skye 


Whisky. Col. Purdy made a_ 


toast of “peace, between the 
Macleod’ s and the Morrison’ s 
until the Stone Mountain 
Highland Games in 1994, 
unless there is further 
provocation.!”

We have 
attempted to abstract everything of genealogical value for the veteran’s and wife’s or widow’s families as well as additional data 
on other persons mentioned in the claims. There are literally thousands of births, deaths and marriages that predate 1800 and 
many thousands more that predate 1830. Also included are places of residence with the dates or time frame and immigration data 
as shown in the claims. Some of the entries will contain data to the 1600’s. Volume IV contains an index of 399,096 names 
which is every name as shown in the first three volumes of the set. These abstracts were taken from National Archives Series 
M805 with some of the entries supplemented with data from Series M804. The abstracts are arranged alphabetically by the name 
of claimant. Also included in Volume IV are the abstracts for 60 claims that were discovered in Series M804 as the abstracts 
from Series M805 were being cross-referenced with Series M804. The persons mentioned in these additional abstracts are also 
included in the index, Volume IV also contains a roll by roll listing of both Series M804, 2,670 rolls and Series M805, 898 rolls.

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My June/July 1993 editorial concluded with the 1465 Irish Parli- 
ament ordaining Irishmen to take an English surname (family 
name) of a town, color, trade or office. This format for surnames 
was already well established in Scotland. Scottish surnames came 
into general use in the 12th and 13th centuries. 

The color classification identified these families - Browns, Reds 
(Reids, Ruddemans), Greens, Black and Blackies, Whites and Why- 


tocks. Blue is rare and few chose Yellow. 

Centuries later, in Ireland, for various circumstances, the practice 
of transmutation became popular. This fad erected barriers to posi- 
tive identification by today’s genealogists. Irish names were trans- 
lated into English, Hence Shannach is Fox; Mac-Clogh-ree be- 
comes Kingston. More common was the later Irishing or Norman- 
English names. Joscelin de Angelo became “Nangle”. This in time 
became “MacGostelin”. Two generations later and it is “Costello”, 
arecognized literary name. An arch-deacon Sir Odo had a son iden- 
tified as Mad-Odo - known today as Cody. Sir Waleran Wellesley 
was transmuted to become a sept of Mac-Falrans. 

The O of the Irish (grandson) and the AP in the Welsh similarly 
expresses abstractly descent. “Welsh” ( an epithet which is recog- 
nized in its Latin shape of “Wallensis” and gives rise to the illustri- 
ous name of “Wallace”. 

While the Irishmen were being directed to take an English sur- 
name, the noted historian Camden tells of a similar ordination in 
Wales.

“Tn the late years, in the time of King Henry VIII, an ancient wor- 
shipful gentleman of Wales being called at the Panel of a jury by the 
name of Thomas Ap William Ap Thomas Ap Richard Ap Hocl Ap 
Evans ApNaghan was advised by the judge to leave that old manner 
of identification. Afterwards, he called himself “Mosten” accord- 
ing to the name of his principal house. He left his surname to his 
posteritie”’. 

Eventually, in Wales, it became a common practice of early 
Welsh families to take one of their many ancestral names with a pre- 
fix of Ap. Gradually, Ap was absorbed into some ancient name. Ap 
Hugh became “Pugh”, Ap Richard is now “Prichard”.

Christmas Seals had their 
beginning in the US in 1907. 
Since that time have had a tre- 
mendous influence in impro- 
ving American health. 

At the turn of the century, 
tuberculosis was the leading, 
most-feared killer in America. 
Known as the “white plague” 
because as the disease wore 
down its victims, they grew 
pale and emaciated. There was 
no cure for TB and small hope 
for recovery. Some of the most 
famous people of the last cen- 
tury - the pianist Chopin, the 
poet Keats, the novelist Robert 
Louis Stevenson and many 
others, were victims. 

By 1907, a number of anti- 
tuberculosis organizations had - 
been formed throughout the na- 
tion to help combat and prevent 
the disease. One such group 
was the Delaware Anti- 
tuberculosis Society which es- 
tablished a small, open-air sa- 
nitarium on the Brandywine 
River near Wilmington. There, 
a cook and tubercular nurse 
cared for 8 patients while doc- 
tors observed this “fresh air” 
treatment and the effect it had 
on victims. Results were 
promising, but by the end of 
the year, funds were low. 

One of the doctors, Joseph 

Wales, thought his cousin, 

Emily Bissell might be able to 
help as she was active with the 

American Red Cross and had 

lots of fund raising experience. 

Emily was anxious to help, 
but had trouble convincing 
others to contribute. Emily 
then thought of an idea origi- 
nating in Denmark where small 
seals were sold during the 
Christmas season to raise mo- 
ney to fight TB. She borrowed 
$40 from friends to get 50,000 
seals printed. 

They were sold at a stand in 
the post office at a penny 
apiece. The first Christmas Se- 
als were sold on December 7, 
1907. By the time the holiday 
season was over, $3,000 had 
been raised.

However, Danes 
sent food, clothing and vita- 
mins, saving the Danish Jews 
in the camp.

Bridging the Gap in Dutch-Indonesian Genealogy _ 





Continued from our October/November issue... 


As time went on, these genealogical amateurs were more and 


more concerned about the future of this newly developed collec- - 


tion, called the Indisch Familie Archief (IFA). There was never a 
question of handing it down to the younger generation. But they 
were not interested. What would happen then, to this collection? 
Would the gathered material be simply thrown away or would it 
disappear in some government cellar or dusty, inaccessible arc- 
hive? This would be just as bad. 

As a consequence, a request was sent to the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints in Salt Lake City to have them under- 


take the microfilming of the family files. Permission was granted 
in 1983 and filming was started which resulted in 15 microfilms 
containing all that was gathered up to that time. Many hundreds of 
files have been compiled in the meantime and it is anticipated that 
these too will be microfilmed in the near future. Besides the fam- 
ily files, there are about one dozen other sub collections in which 
patrons are permitted to search for information. This work is being 
done by the IFA, but primarily, have to be accomplished by those 
who are interested themselves. 

The Indisch Familie Archief was originally established by Mr. 
Derk Visker, retired government official, who lives in the Hague, 
the Netherlands. He spent considerable time in the former Dutch 
East Indies and he is intimately familiar with the pressing problem 
faced by the Dutch-Indonesians. He and his colleagues did the 
major work without any official support nor remuneration. They 
did it out of the goodness of his heart and as some kind of rescue 
mission to save the potential loss of valuable genealogical 
information. 

The IFA is simple in its organization. All data is arranged in al- 
phabetical order in family files. Each name has its own labeled file 
with a label on the outside, containing the following categories, 
marked with the letters “a” to “n”. 

a. There exists some kind of “family book” or a large file con- 
taining many sheets of information. 

b. A genealogy exists, not in book form, but containing more 
pages of family data. 

c. A small fragment of genealogy exists, less than a complete 
one, but generally covering a few generations. 

d. The smallest fragment of a genealogy, generally one two gener- 
ations, sometimes only some brothers or-sisters with parents. 
e. Inscriptions on tombstones, copied on the island of Java in the 
years ca 1930. No records from other islands. 

f. Reprints from old books, giving name, initial, occupation, ad- 
dress and of wife”s name. The first address book was printed in 
1903, the last in 1930. Reprints are also available for the years 


1910, 1920, 1930, giving a reliable review of the family’s where- 
abouts over some forty years. 

g. Copies of family ads in newspapers from the Indies and some 
of more recent Dutch newspapers. 

h. Separate personal data, such as births, marriages and deceased, 
arranged in alphabetical order of the first Christian name. 

i. Copies from official (Indonesian) collection. 

j. Items clipped from magazines or newspapers, dealing with or 
written by members of the family. Many of these items are auto- 
biographical, of “youth” memory 

k. Letters written to the IFA by family members which are not in- 
cluded in. the microfilms. 

1. If present, a portrait of one of more family members. 

m. If present, a family coat of arms. 

n. A biography of one of more family members. 

There are currently only three repositories of these Dutch- 
Indonesian records. One source, the primary one, is the !ndisch 
Documentatie Centrum in the Hague, the Netherlands. The sec- 
ond one is the Family History Library of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints in Salt Lake City - and the private col- 
lection of:

The author has had several occasions to assist some of his fel- 
low countrymen trace their Indo roots. Many of them have settled 
in Canada, New Zealand and Australia. Between 23,000-24,000 
came to the United States after the initial far-reaching migration 
from Indonesia to Holland. So, in a sense, these people have been 
“doubly uprooted” and cut off from a valuable information source. 

It is anticipated that due to this tremendous effort in closing the 
gap, many more Indos worldwide will now be afforded a unique 
opportunity to search their roots or climb their family tree and do 
this to their heart’s content.

Virginia inheritance laws 

before 1786 

A will in Virginia, prior to 
1786, did not have to name the 
wife or the eldest son of a de- 
ceased man. Their inheritance 
of real estate was set by law. 
The widow was to receive 1/3 
as her dower and the eldest son 
to receive the remaining 2/3, 
unless otherwise specified by 
his father’s will. The eldest 
son also received his mother’s 
1/3 when she died. If the eldest 
son had died, the eldest grand- 
son of the whole blood became 
the heir-at-law, not the 2nd son. 
If a man was unmarried at the 
time of his death, his heir-at- 
law was his eldest brother, not 
his father or his uncle, unless 
his will specified otherwise.

You should be aware that within the departement, there still ex- 
ists subdivisions called “communes”, “cantons,” and “arrondisse- 
ments.” For your genealogical research, these three additional ad- 
ministrative entities will need to be retained. The commune is the 
smallest of entities similar to that of the town hall. At this level, re- 
search may be made by field work. Rarely will one do research 
work in an archive at the French cantonal and or arrondissement 
level. One generally jumps from the stage of the town hall to that of 
the departement level particularly when working with parish regis- 
ters and civil registers. 

Departmental Archives, basically, conserve documents which 
come from administrative and provincial establishments and orga- 
nizations. They can and have received documents concerning their 
modern day “departement”. They usually work in collaboration 
with other departmental archives on projects and sometimes will be 
able to know that certain documents not in their archives are in the 
hands of a neighboring one. 

Each Departmental Archives is headed by a Directeur en chef des 
services d’ archives of the department concemed. He is responsible 
for documents that may still be in the public domain. Ironicaliy, this 
person sometimes does a wonderful job in terms of gathering all do- 
cuments still in the public domain. In his own house, it may be a 
mess because researchers have not been careful with documents gi- 
ven to them. The Directeur is a master in his own house: he is often 
the key to further and good research because he decides if a re- 
searcher will be able to see special documents. He may also refuse 
your proper entry into the Archives. The Directeur en chef des ser- 
vices d' archives reports to the general Director of the French Na- 
tional Archives and is under the control of general inspectors of the 
National Archives.

Each French commune administers its own documents as it sees 
fit, nevertheless there are regulations that the National Archives 
have put out considering the handling of documents. In most small 
communes, the town hall secretary handles the requests for these 
documents. They can vary from parish registers to tax records to 
the most local unreadable ordinances. Many communes have, be- 
cause of financial reasons, had to let the departmental archives take 
over many of these documents. Many communes were strongly re- 
commended by Paris to let the Departmental Archives pick up the 
documents that they possessed. Many communes made copies and 
sent those to the Departmental Archives. There may be differences 
between the copy and the original. 

Many departements still have no full microfilm copies of parish 
registers and civil registers. The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints had begun a very lengthy process of microfilming the 
above parish and civil registers. Copies have been made for many 
of all the archives found in the departements, however the work, as 
of this writing, has not been finished. The National Archives has 
not been able to equip each of the 95 metropolitan France depart- 
mental archives with “their” full microfilms.

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One of the most ancient and illustrious of all Spanish surnames, 
Castro, is derived from the latin “castrum” meaning one who lived 
at, or near, the castle. or fortress. Castro can be traced back to the 
11th century, one of five Castilian lines of early kings. During the 
Middle Ages, Castros held eminent royal positions. 

Castro is the 33rd most popular summame among modern Hispanic 
families. The first record of Castros in the New World are two 
brothers, Baltasar and Melchor de Castro, who entered Santo Dom- 
ingo in 1511. Male relatives many times served together in the col- 
onizations of the Americas. The practice of the eldest son receiving 
the family estate left younger kinsmen with a natural desire to seek 
their own property through services to the King, or by other means. 

Documents reveal early Spanish trans-Atlantic merchandising. 
A letter, dated 1520 from Hernando de Castro in Cuba discusses dif- 
ficulty with business opportunities in Mexico City. The letter des- 
tined for his partner in Sevilla, Spain, touches on other problems 
too, including the shipwreck death of a nephew bringing merchan- 
dise. Martin Castro, escribano, held a most important position of 
notary in Mexico City between 1536 and 1538. He himself is seen 
receiving urban property in Mexico City in the 1530s. These urban 
properties were distributed for business purposes, as well as for city 
dwellings. 

Early settlements outside of Mexico City identify a Juan de Ca- 
stro, Portuguese, among the fundadorews of guadalajara, mid 1530. 
Another Portuguese, Miguel de Castro assisted in establishing San 
martin in 1556. A Gonzalo Fernandez de Castro is shown with con- 
tracts or sales in mining interests and ranching in 1628 in the Cer- 
ralvo area and among the men who settled the town in 1635. By the 
mid 1600s, migration north identified 9 Castro men in Nuevo 
Espana. 

Migration north and west continued, revealing the common prac- 


tice of extended families traveling together, intermarrying and con- - 


ducting business with one another. Very few Castros settled in New 
Mexico and Colorado, virtually none migrated east to Louisiana and 
Florida. However, many Castros settled in Arizona and Castro is 
one of the most numerous of all colonial families in California. 
The majority of the different branches in California trace their ori- 
gins to Sinaloa and Sonora, Mexico. 

Joaquin Isidro Castro, born in 1732, is among the earliest of Ca- 
stros to enter California in 1775-76 from the state of Sinaloa. Joa- 
quin was one of the 40 “soldados de cuera”, who accompanied the 
240 colonists on the Anza Expedition.

drickson Waid, summed up the magnitude of the move. “They were 


both in their mid 40’s. They knew they were coming to no 
home, mission, pueblo or presido, but they came to build. There was 
danger of wild animals, hostile Indians, starvation, drowning, heat 
strokes and of freezing in the mountains.” The Anza Trail was 1200 
miles long, starting in Horcasitas, Mexico and ending in San Fran- 
cisco. The Castro family, with three of their eight children under se- 
ven years of age, left Mexico traveling up through Tucson and 
Yuma, Arizona, across to San Gabriel, California through Los: 
Angeles, to San Francisco and then San Jose. 

Joaquin Isidro Castro, with his son-in-law Jose Maria Soberanes, 
received a Spanish grant in 1795 called Rancho Buena Vista located 
in the Monterey area in California. The Castro family ranched in 
the area through three different governments, Spanish, Mexican and 
American. Finally, in 1870, Rafael Castro, grandson of Joaquin and 
a successful businessman, sold his last parcel of land to Claus 
Spreckels. 

“Mrs. Waid, an Orange County resident, is intensely proud of her 
early roots. She realizes that had she not spent 25 years doing re- 


search, her grandchildren would never know of their heritage.” | 


Mrs. Waid’s direct line is through Jose Joaquin Castro, son of 
Joaquin Isidro Castro. Jose was a 6 year old child when the Anza 
trek was made. As colonizing family clans tended to form strong 
unions with other family clans, Mrs. Waid’s research reveals that 
she also descends from 8 other 4-great grandparents who came with 
the Anza Expedition. Her dedication and concern is expressed 
when she says, “I want to preserve history and keep alive the names 
of those first colonists.” 

Author of five historical books, three specifically on early Cali- 
fornia families, lecturer, article writer, member and officer of sev- 
eral historical and genealogical societies, Mrs. Waid is also the 
newsletter editor for two organizations dedicated to preserving the 
history of the early California families, Los Pobladores 200 and Los 
Californianos.

Coat of Arms”, often displayed with pride in the living room. One 
problem, though. There is no such thing as a family coat of arms! 
The “coat of arms” (actually, a “coat of arms” is a garment wom 
over a suit of armor; the proper term for the design itself is 
“achievement of arms” or just “arms”) originated in medieval 
times as a means of identification of a knight in armor. Since the 
helmet covered the face, there had to be another way to tell who 
was under all that steel. Originally, the knight’s shield was painted 
in a distinctive design. Later the design was often worked into a 
surcoat, hence the appellation “coat of arms”. Obviously, there 
would be no identification if all members of a family wore the 
same mark, and the fact is, they did not. 

From the initial usage as a knight’s identifying mark, through 
centuries of placing them on everything from the castle to the 
silverware, to the present day, an achievement of arms is always 
that of an individual person, not a family. The companies that sell 
the so-called “family coat of arms” usually research the highest 
ranking person bearing a particular surname, then market that to 
gullible Americans as their own. Unless you can prove direct 
descent in the male line from the person who bore the arms in 
question, those are not your arms to use. In many countries, 
unauthorized use of another’s arms can even earn you a healthy 
fine! 

It is true that members of a family have similar arms. For

Your “Family Coat of Arms”??

example, all Forrester arms bear three black hunting horns on a 
silver shield. But, only the Chief of the Clan bears just the horns; 
every other armiger in the family places some difference in the 
arms, such as a bar (a “‘fess”), or a chevron across the center. The 
colors, and the placement of additional design elements, serve to 
make each individual’s arms distinctive. These arms are then 
passed down to descendants in the direct male line. Only eldest 
sons use their father’s arms without change, and even then will 
place an identifying mark, called a label, on them while his father 
is still alive. Youngers sons, and daughters, will make a difference 
(often a colored border) to show their place in the family line. 
Daughters traditionally use their father’s arms (just the shield 
design) upon a diamond shape until they marry, then a daughter 
uses her husband’s (if he has arms) “by courtesy”. Today, many 
women have their own arms as well. 

Usage of arms is regulated in many countries by a branch of 
government. In Scotland it is the Lord Lyon’s Office. Other 
countries may have something called a “King of Arms”, or an 
Heraldic Office. These offices check for the person’s right to bear 
arms, then make sure that the arms registered to a person are 
distinct from all others. Those arms are often published. In the 
United States, no such government office exists (unless you wish 
to copyright your arms as art). There is, however, a body that is

(AGLL) has announced a new 
national genealogical re- 
searcher’s computer Bulletin 
Board Service (BBS) that is 
totally unique to the genealogy 
community. Over 35 different 
databases and services are 
available to the subscriber in- 
cluding census indexes, mar- 
riage records (over 3.6 million 
names), the company’s micro- 
film catalog for browsing and 
ordering, and a national Ge- 
nealogy Message Center. Any 
user will be able to communi- 
cate electronically with the 
AGLL Sales and Customer 
Service Department. 

Subscription fees are $15 per 
month or an annual member- 
ship of $165 (pay for 11 
months and receive one months 
free). AGLL members can 
subscribe for $150 (pay for 10 
months and receive 2 months 
free). Each subscriber will re- 
ceive one full hour per month 
FREE to use on the BBS. On- 
line charges are $.25 per mi- 
nute after the FREE hour has 
been used. To download infor- 
mation, a charge of $.50 per 
name, per index (up to 10 
names) and $.30 for each addi- 
tional name will be made. All 
fees and BBS use charges will 
be made to the user’s credit 
card. Those not using credit 
cards will be required to estab- 
lish a deposit account. There 
are no other fees or hidden 
charges. 

AGLL anticipates a heavy 
use of the new BBS especially 
since nothing comparable cur- 
rently exists in the industry to- 
day. The database material is 
exclusive to AGLL. They plan 
to add at least 10 new databases 
monthly for the next two years. 
Similar to the operation of cur- 
rent national bulletin boards, 
the AGLL BBS will be moni- 
tored daily by a systems opera- 
tor to insure proper usage, lan- 
guage, and that questions are 
answered in a timely manner. 

“Exciting is not the word for 
it!” exclaimed AGLL presi- 
dent, Brad Steuart. “This is 
something we have had in plan- 
ning for over 2 years and it is 
now coming to fruition.” 

Researchers will now be 
able to search critical census 
indexes and marriage databases 
(over 3.6 million names) from 
their home computers and im- 
mediately download specific 
names and materials without 
getting up from their chairs. 
Cost to use the new BBS is 
even less than if the researcher 
had to call using his own phone 
line because of the free 800 line 
use and only a $.25 per minute 
charge. The free one hour per 
month bonus feature makes 
this an even better offer.

advertised search fee of $2.50 
per name charged by others, 
the $.50 per name for the first 
10 and $.30 per name for each 
additional name is also a true 
bargain!

A research tool for the ge- 
nealogist is, of course, books. 
Authors always reference their 
source and if it is from a disser- 
tation, the name of the person 
who wrote the dissertation and 
the school will be indicated in 
the bibliography. One can re- 
quest a dissertation at the local 
library through inter-library 
loan. Often, use of the docu- 
ment is limited to the library, 
but photocopies may be made. 

The alternate source for ac- 
quiring dissertations is through 
a company called University 
Microfilms, 300 N. Zeeb Rd., 
Ann Arbor, MI 48106--1346. 
Many college libraries have 
most dissertation abstracts on 
microfiche under the heading 
DATRIX II. Or, call Univer- 
sity Microfilms, directly at 
800-521-3042, and request a 
Datrix II order form, and they 
will research your subject and 
provide up to 150 references 
for $15.00. 

- The information one can 
stumble on can be both amus- 
ing and thought provoking. 
Note the following extracts 
from a dissertation by Renaldo 
Ayala, 1971, Southern IL Uni- 
versity, A historical geography 
of Parras de la Fuente, Coa- 
huila, Mexico.

Mota y Escobar in the early

The French “dit” (pro- 
nounced “d’”) names...In times 
long ago there was a custom 
which is lost today. The eldest 
son bore the father’s name, as 
we sometimes do today. The 
other children, especially the 
sons, chose a different name 
for themselves, ordinarily from 
among objects in nature, or 
places where they resided, then 
adding the word “dit” to the 
father’s name. In time the 
adopted name predominated. 
As the families were extremely 
large, this presented confusion 
and thus each male child be- 
came the head of a distinct and 
separate family. This system 
was greatly used in the Lesieur 
family. Charles, the eldest, 
bore only the name of Lesieur; 
Julien was called Duchene; 
Jean was called Desaulnier; 
Joseph was called Coulomb; 
Antoine was called Lapierre. 
These families today must seek 
their first ancestor in Charles 
Lesieur.

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The Creeks were one of the Five Civilized Tribes of Indians 
which also included the Cherokee, Chickasaw, Choctaw and the 
Seminole. 

When Georgia became a colony, the Creek Indians were on lands 
that now form the states of Georgia and Alabama. They were not a 
unified group of Indians, but they were one of the most powerful 
tribes in North America. At one time they included more than 50 
towns. A group of these people lived throughout the south Georgia 
area. They were originally of the Muskogee stock, and were so 
called. They lived along creeks and rivers when the English 
arrived. So, the English labeled them as the Creeks. The 
Confederacy was divided into two groups, the Upper and Lower 
Creeks. The Lower Creeks lived on the Flint, the Ocmulgee and the 
Chattahoochee Rivers in Georgia. The Upper Creeks lived along 
the Coosa, Tallopoosa and Alabama Rivers in Alabama. 

The basic tribal unit of the Creeks was the town which they called 
the idalwa. The oldest Georgia towns were probably Cusseta and 
Coweta. The town people would refer to themselves as Cowetas or 
Cussetas, by the name of the town. The micco was the chief of the 
town elected for life by the council. The town’s name was used as 
the name of the micco. 

The towns were divided into white towns and red towns. The 
white towns were the peace-loving towns. The red towns were the 
warring towns. The General Council of all the confederacy decided 
on war, but they met in a red town. The war chief was always a 
member of a red town who led the whites and reds in battle. Peace 
talks were always held in a white town. 

The tribes in the confederacy were based on the clan system. 
Clans were held together by strong bonds. They maintained control 
of the individuals. The same clans were found in most of the towns. 

Clans such as the Alligator, Bear or Beaver were clans. The most 
important Creek clan was the Wind Clan. Creeks traced their 
family tree only through their mother. Children were part of their 
mother’s clan and were considered to be related to all her relatives, 
but not to their father’s relatives. Marriage within a clan was 
viewed as incest and therefore not allowed. When a marriage took 
place the male moved from the household of his mother into the 
household of his wife’s mother. He moved physically, but his 
allegiance was still to the household of his mother. He had learned -

Here’s how to shoe a 

turkey! 

From The Tree Branch, PO 
Box 1275, Glendive, MT 
59330-1275 comes the story of 
how farmers walked their turk- 
eys from Vermont to the Bos- 
ton markets in the days before 
the railroad. The largest turkey 
drive in Vermont’s history, 
10,000 birds, went from Wells 
River to Bellows Falls in 1824. 
A gobbler wearing a bell ar- 
ound his neck led the pack and 
wagon trains carrying tons of 
grain followed. 

The turkeys, raised in rocky 
pastures were hardy, but their 
feet needed extra protection to 
withstand ten to twelve miles 
of daily travel over poor roads, 
wooden bridges and frozen 
earth for the three to four 
weeks the trek lasted. Thus, 
early on the day that a flock 
was to join the drive, the far- 
mers gave their birds “walking 
shoes”. 

Women tended the turkeys 
while children fed a large fire 
under a huge kettle of bubbling 
pine tar. Meanwhile, the men 
loaded several lumber wagons 
with tubs of sand, drove a short 
distance and spread the sand on 
the ground. Then others car- 
ried the kettles of boiling tar 
and spread it over the width of 

the road until it reached the 
sand. 

Once the tar was down, the 
boys prodded the turkeys tow- 
ard it with long sticks. The wo- 
men, lining the roadside, shook 
their skirts and herded the turk- 
eys along toward the tar. 
Those birds would stalk right 
through the soft tar and then 
through the sand. When they 
emerged on the other end, they 
had walking shoes for the long 
and difficult miles 
ahead....(True story, they say! 
Wasn’t there a song about this 
a few years ago? “These Boots 
are Made for Walkin’”?)

Once upon a time, there was an energetic lad of thirteen who 
lived on a farm with his mother and older brother.

Here, he reasoned, was an outstanding opportunity to provide a 
service by delivering newspapers directly to homes, he could supply 
a product in the form of fur pelts from the populous supply of musk- 
rats in the river adjoining the farm; and, he could produce a profit 
for his family. 

Two major problems confronted the boy. He had no bicycle with 
which to deliver the newspapers and no equipment with which to 
trap the. muskrats. 

However, in addition to performing his own farm chores, he hired 
himself out to a neighboring farmer and earned enough to buy a sec- 
ondhand bicycle. A loan from a favorite aunt was sufficient to 
purchase a dozen muskrat traps from the mail-order house desiring 
the muskrat pelts. 

He was in business! 

He first started the newspaper route, selling customers on the 
local daily paper. He soon learned he could double his earnings 
with virtually the same effort by adding a big city daily plus the 
.. Sunday afternoon. He tripled his income from muskrat pelts by ad- 
ding traps since the fur market was strong and the supply was 
steady.

British Isles Census Directories 


When searching for elusive 
ancestors in British Isles Cen- 
sus Returns from 1841, it is 
very helpful to know the street 
address, as the returns were re- 
corded on a house by house, 
street by street basis and not al- 
phabetically by personal 
names.- English, Welsh and 
Scottish returns have been re- 
leased on full public access 
from 1841-1891 and Irish re- 
turns from 1901-1911. For the 
1901 English and Welsh re- 
turns, restricted access rules 
apply. 

Until now, few 19th century 
Post Office and Commercial 
Directories have been readily 
available to genealogical re- 
searchers outside the British 
Isles to assist in census 
research. 

Unlike the census, Post Of- 
fice and commercial directories 
usually list people in alphabeti- 
cal order by surname on a town 
by town, city by city, and pro- 
fession by profession basis. 


‘They are a census substitute. 


The British Isles Census Di- 
rectories Project is bringing 
these important records into 
reach of the average genealo- 


gists who cannot afford to pay 
professional researchers to 
spend many hours researching 
un indexed census returns. The 
information is now available 
on microfilm for many of these 
scarce directories covering En- 
gland, Scotland, Ireland and 
Wales - approximately 4 mil- 
lion names. 

The project began in 
November 1991, and now there 
are now 149 volumes in the se- 
ries (674 fiche), including 55 
with maps. These cover every 
English County, all of Wales, 
Ireland and parts of Scotland. 
Filming of a further 15 directo- 
ries is in progress, bringing the 
series total. to 164 volumes.

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In my personal library, I have an 1820 reprint of John 
Monipennie’s 1612 publication The Abridgement or Summarie of 
the Scots Chronicles.” It has two other sections which cover the 
same period: ““True Description and Division of the Whole Realm 
of Scotland” and “The Western Isles of Scotland” - plus an 
afterthought “Of the Great Plentie of Hares, Red Deere and Other 
Wilde Beastes in Scotland.” 

Monipennie relates in great detail life in the outer isles during 
the 16th century. “About the 17th day of June, the lord of this 
island sendeth his chamberlaine to gather his dueties and with him 
a minister, who baptizeth all the children that are borne the year 
proceeding; and if the minister come not, every man baptizeth his 
own child.” 

How were names selected? On the mainland, children were 
given names of saints, martyrs or a favorite biblical personage. In 
the north, Christianized men, fondly recollecting old heathenism, 
named boys and girls after heroes and heroine ladies of 
mythology.

“Gillies” (servant of Jesus), and “Gilchrist” (Christ’s servant),

Mary), “Gillecalum” and “Malcolm” (servant of Columba) as well 
as “Gillescop” and “Gillespie” (the Bishop’s servant). 

How would these children be remembered“ If the minister was 
present and could read and write, the name would be recorded in 
the kirk journal. Over the years, the journal would expand. With 
the transfer of the minister, his replacement, if interested, would 


add to it. In time, the parish would falter and the kirk would 
become another gaunt roofless, windowless shell in a dreary 
landscape. The fate of the journal could be transferred to a pillar of 
the kirk. It would be relegated to the bottom of a chest. Resting 
therein it might eventually wind up in New Zealand. Or, more 
likely, was dumped on a trash pile as the chest was refilled with 
necessary clothing while father scratched on the stone doormantle. 
“Gone to America.” 


If the minister was not present to record the name, it would 
become a family notation. Before the era of written records 
memory was the only means of retaining family genealogy.

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Whatis the Caribbean? 
Peter E. Carr 


There are many ways to divide an area. Besides the obvious na- 
tional boundaries, the Caribbean may be divided geographically, 
culturally and linguistically. Even religion may be used as a divi- 
sive tool. The word Caribbean is derived from the Island Carib in- 
dians who at the time of first contact with the Spanish explorers in 
habited most of the Lesser Antilles from Guadeloupe southward. 

The Caribbean encompasses the area of land and water north of 
Venezuela, Columbia, Panama and Costa Rico, east of Nicaragua, 
Honduras, Guatemala, Belize and the Yucatan peninsula of Mexico, 
south of the Greater Antilles and west of the Lesser Antilles of the 
West Indies. 

After their discovery in 1492, the Caribbean islands as well as all 
other Spanish possessions became known to the Spaniards as “Las 
Indias”. This was due to the fact that Columbus thought he had 
reached the East Indies (not India). Eventually the Caribbean is- 
lands became known as the West Indies. 

Ethnographically, the present-day Caribbean area may be divided 
into the Spanish, English, French, Dutch and American Caribbean. 

The Spanish or Hispanic Caribbean consists of the islands of 
Cuba, the Dominican Republic (occupying the eastern portion of 
the island of Hispaniola) and Puerto Rico. In these islands, the cul- 
ture and customs are derived from Spain. Geographically, they 
form part of the Greater Antilles along with the US and British Vir- 
gin Islands, Jamaica (Spanish until 1655) and Haiti (Spanish until 
1697) which occupies the western port of the island of Hispaniola. 

The British Caribbean compromises the islands of Antigua, Bar- 
buda, Redonda, St. Kitts, Nevis, Anguilla, Montserrat, the Virgin 
Islands, the Cayman Islands, the Bahamas, Jamaica, Barbados, 
Turks & Caicos, Trinidad, Tobago, Grenada, Dominica, St. Lucia, 
and St. Vincent, the last six having been acquired in 1815 from 
France. Many of the island groups consist of various smaller 
islands. . 

Those islands having a French influence are Guadeloupe, Marti- 
nique, St. Barthelemy and the north portion of St. Martin (St. Maar- 
ten). Of course, Haiti was once the French colony of St. Domingue 
which had been ceded by Spain to: France in 1697. 

The south portion of St. Martin (St. Maarten) is of Dutch influ- 
ence along with the Netherlands Antilles (Curacao, Aruba and Bo- 
naire) as well as St. Eustatius, and Saba. 

The United States presently has dominion over the islands of 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands of St. Thomas, St. John and St. 
Croix. These last three having been acquired from Denmark in 
1917. They had been in Danish control since 1754. 

Venezuela has various islands dependencies which are located in 
the Caribbean proper along with the state of Nueva Esparta consist- 
ing of the islands of Margarita, Coche and Cubaqua. There are vari- 
ous other islands located on the north coast of South America and 
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eastern coast of Central America which belong to the various na- 
tions bordering the Caribbean Sea or Sea of the Antilles as it is 
termed in Spanish. 

The Lesser Antilles may be further subdivided into the Wind- 
ward and Leeward Islands. The Windward Islands, those furthest 
east, are composed of the islands of Martinique, St. Lucia, St. Vin- 
cent, Grenada and the Grenadines, a chain of small islands located 
between St. Vincent and Grenada. 

The Leeward Islands group are the American and British Virgin 
Islands, St. Kitts, Nevis, Anguilla, Antigua, Barbuda, Redonda, 
Montserrat, Dominica, Guadeloupe, St. Barthelemy, St. Martin, St. 
Eustatius and Saba. 

As previously stated, religion is also a dividing factor in the Car- 
ibbean. All of the areas which originally settled by Spain became 
predominantly Catholic. The : 
French-controlled portions 
were Catholic, too. 

The British Dutch and Danes 
brought other denominations 
into the area. ‘These consisted 
of the Anglicans, Methodists, 
Lutherans, Presbyterians and 
various others. 

From the time of the arrival 
of the first African slaves in the 
early part of the 16th century, 
African religions also became 
part of the Caribbean culture.

Sephardic/Spanish? 


It is the rare Spanish- 
heritage researcher who does 
not find Jewish lines in his pe- 
digree. The expulsion of the 
Jews from Spain in 1492 and 
the European nations compet- 
ing for control of the Americas 
encouraged energetic, resour- 
ceful Jewish merchants to 
brave the wilderness. Sephard- 
ics settled throughout the conti- 
nent. Seymour B. Liebman, in 
his book, The Jews in New 
Spain, states, “Jews has inha- 
bited New Spain without inter- 
ruption since 1521. During the 


_ colonial period most Jews were 


Sephardim, the name for those 
who inhabited or stemmed 
from the Mediterranean area. 
They were primarily of Span- 
ish or Portuguese origin and are 
referred to as Iberian of His- 
panic Jews.” 

Sephardic colonizers were 
also settling on the east coast 
and in southem states. Rabbi 
Mark Angel of Congregation 
Shearith Israel in New York 


said his congregation is the old- » 


est Jewish congregation in the 
United States, started in 1654. 
Although the New York Con- 
gregation is the oldest, the old- 
est synagogue still in use is the 
Touro Synagogue in Newport, 
RI. The building was dedi- 
cated in 1763 by descendants 
of the fifteen original “Spanish 
Portuguese Jewish” families 
who arrived in Newport in 


1658. 


That. communication existed 
between congregations is 
clearly indicated. The Newport 
Congregation on March 21, 
1759 requested financial sup- 
port from the Congregation 
Shearith Israel in New York. 
Sephardic experts maintain that 
all colonial synagogues were 
Sephardic. 
“Historians are not agreed as 
to the point of origin of these 
early east coast Sephardic set- 
tlers. Some are of the opinion 
that they came from Holland, 
others believe that they came 
from New York. The view 
most widely held, however, is 
that they came from Curacao, 
in the West Indies.” 
Current interest in Sephardic 
colonial history in the Ameri- 
cas has resulted in numerous 
books available on the subject. 
First American Jewish Fami- 
lies written by the late Rabbi 
Malcolm H. Stern (available in 
the Odom Library), is a book 
which should be viewed by 
anyone researching Sephardic 
lines. First published in 1978, 
, the book was reprinted in 1991. 

This book contains genealo- 
gies of many Jewish families 
who settled in America prior to 
1840, traced, where possible, to 
the present. 

A quick look at the index 
shows many surnames which 
appear to be Spanish.

House of Seven Gables 
really existed 
Susannah Teed Wise had a 
granddaughter, Lydia Perkins, 
who married Eliakim Ward- 


well 17 October 1659 at Hamp-__- 


ton, New Hampshire. 

Two younger brothers of 
Eliakim Wardwell remained in 
Massachusetts after Eliakim 
and Lydia moved to New 
Jersey.

The state of Franklin! 

From the always interesting 
Lake Havasu Genealogical 
Society Newsletter comes news 
of a state that almost was. 

..between 1784 and 1788, 
some records show citizens 
from the state of Franklin, not 
Tennessee. Known today as 
the “lost state” it was about to 
become our fourteenth state 
and a fact in history of the Un- 
ited States. 

Davy Crockett was a Frank- 
linite, born in 1786 and is one 
of the most notable individuals 
to claim to this fact. 

The state as named for Ben- 
jamin Franklin, mostly to soli- 
cit his support. It had first been 
named Frankland. It did exist 
from 1784 to 1788 and had a 
governor, legislature and a 
court system. The state of 
Franklin broke away from 
North Carolina and thus lacked 
their support for statehood. 
Approval by the US Congress 
was denied by one vote. 

In 1789, North Carolina fi- 
nally ceded its western lands to 
the United States and in 1796 
Tennessee became the 16th 
state and included the Franklin 
Territory that is now fourteen 
counties in -northeast 
Tennessee.

Scotland gets the credit for 
the invention of cookies! The 
important predecessor was 
Scotts Porridge, the name of 
which dates to 1532, although 
Porage dates to untold anti- 
quity. Scotts Porridge was usu- 
ally made by stirring a physi- 
cally small variety of oatmeal 
into water. The smaller variet- 
ies hastened cooking. The use 
of wheat for this dates to 1643 


and barley to 1805. The term 
Scottish Oat Cakes dates to 
1588. The word “cookie” (Ku- 
Ki) also originated in Scotland 
in the year 1730. 

Since Scottish Oat Cakes 
were small, round and flat, it’s 
fairly safe to state that oat 
cookies date to ca 1588. So, 
1988 was the 400th anniver- 
sary of cookies! The original 
oat cookies would not have had 
wheat or another grain to bind 
them together - oats would: 


have been the only grain. 

Sweetening came from honey 
or dark brown syrups or sugars 
as it was to be nearly 350 years 
until someone invented a way 
to chemically bleach sugar. 

Vegetable oils did exist. Salt 
came from the ocean. Baking 
powders had not yet been in- 
vented so the air beaten into 
eggs provided the raising. Al- 
mond flavoring would have 
come from a teaspoon of 
pulverized plum or apricot pits 


or apple seeds. Vanilla was un- 
heard of except in the tropics. 
Baking would have been done 


in a wood-fired brick oven.

He died in Helensburgh, 
making a living repairing 
watches, until his death in 
1877. ;

Rare black Highland 

cows face execution 

Gordon Kohn is fighting to 
save his prize Highland bull 
from execution because the 
Agriculture Department of Ca- 
nada has ordered all cattle im- 
ported from Great Britain since 
1982 destroyed. The fear of 
bovine spongiform (mad cow 
disease) has prompted Agricul- 
ture Canada’s ruling. 

However, there has only 
been one reported case of the 
disease in Canada - and that 
was in a herd outside of Al- 
berta. The order to destroy all 
British-bred cattle is Canada- 
wide. The fear is that they 
might have eaten contaminated 
feed while in the UK. To date, 
autopsies have shown that no 
animal destroyed in Canada, 
except for the one case in Al- 
berta, had the disease. 

On Nova Scotia’s Cape Bre- 
ton Island, Reverend Bernie 
MacDonald is caught up in the 


same nightmare. Rev. MacDo- 
nald has six rare purebred 
Black Highland cows - all with 
calf. His cows embody two un- 
ique blood lines that, he says, 
will “just disappear from the 
earth” if they are destroyed. 

The local community is ral- 
lying around with fund-raisers 
being staged to help Rev. Mac- 
Donald with his legal costs in 
his fight to save his small, but 
priceless, herd.

The Clan Donald Lands 
Trust has purchased a “In Me- 
moriam” ring made for Donald 
MacDonald of Kinloch 
Moidart. 

The ring is gold with a 
quartz stone set over a lock of 
Donald’s hair. It is inscribed 
“Suffered for his King and 
country 17 October 1746.” 

Donald MacDonald was a 
Colonel in the Jacobite army 
and a supporter of Prince Char- 
les Edward Stuart. He was ex- 
ecuted on the date engraved in 
the ring after he was caught 
with an incriminating letter in 
November of 1745. 

The ring will be on display at 
the Clan Donald Centre on the 
Isle of Skye.

In 1793, Virginia passed a 
law stating, “Free Negroes and 


Mulattoes shall be registered 
and numbered in a book to be 
kept by the town clerk, which 
shall specify age, name, color, 
stature, description and by 
whom and in what court eman- 
cipated. Annually, the Negro 
shall be delivered a copy for 25 
cents. A penalty is fixed for 
employing a Negro without a 
certificate, the Negro may be 
committed to jail. Every free 
Negro shall once in every three 
years obtain a new certificate.” 

It is believed that, in some 
cases, American Indians were 
listed in these registers for 
throughout the book you will 
see descriptions listing the per- 
sons as “copper colo 

Some county clerks listed 
the freed Negroes in the 
County Order Books or mi- 
nutes, however, most counties 
kept separate registers. Many 
registers were lost or destroyed 
during the Civil War. Luckily, 
the Virginia Historical Society 
was able to obtain the original 
Register for Fauquier County. 

Many families (both free and 
enslaved) moved from the Vir- 
ginia area, before and after 
emancipation, to western and 
northern states. The register 
lists 845 entries that will serve 
as a tool for researchers.

The old style year ended 
March 24; began, March 25. 

The change in calendar 
would have been conformed to 
sporadically. The Julian calen- 
dar has gradually been aban- 
doned since 1582 in favor of 
the Gregorian calendar. Ten 
days were lost to the change 
between October 4-15. 

The Italian states, Portugal, 
Spain and the German Catholic 
states adopted the change 
within the first year. German 
Protestant states in 1699, Swe- 
den in 1753, Japan in 1873, 
China in 1912, the Soviet Un- 
ion in 1918 and Greece in 
1923. 


The Muslims tend to use a 
Muslim calendar where the 
months do not remain the same 
but retrogress through the year 
every 32 1/2 years. 

It might be a good idea to 
copy this little article and keep 
in your most used research 
notebook so that when you are 
researching these countries you 
will always be aware of which 
calendar the country was using 
at what time.

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In 1732 the King of Fapiand gave a ie of land in southern 
North America to twenty trustees for a period of twenty-one years. 
After that period of time the territory would revert to the Crown of 
England. This took place because there was a need for defense to 
the southern colonies in America, especially South Carolina, and at 
the same time there was a need to help the distressed debtors of En- 
gland. There was to be no self government, along with no liquor, 
and negro slavery was prohibited. 

One hundred and fourteen people left England, November 16, 
1732, on the Anne. Savannah was founded on February 12, 1733, 
when James Oglethorpe and the others arrived in what we know as 
Georgia. Many other groups came later. 

The Trustees for the colony resigned in 1752 with the colony re- 
verting back to the King of England. Much of this information can 
be found in the Colonial Records of Georgia. 

By 1754 the Georgia colony was under the Crown of England. 
Not only was the governor appointed by the King, but he also ap- 
pointed an Executive Council of fourteen for the colony. 

The first self government in Georgia was the Lower House of As- 
sembly created by the royal government. There were eighteen 
members elected by the people. In order to be a member of the 
Lower House the man had to own 500 acres of land in any part of 
the Province. The voters had to possess fifty acres of land in the 
parish or district where the voter resided and voted.

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There was a Superior Court in each county which met two times: 


each year. There was one Chief Justice for the state. An act was 
passed in 1786 which gave the courts supervision over the ferries, 
roads and bridges. In 1787 an act was passed for the courts to ap- 
point commissioners of court houses and jails. 

The Chief Justice and three or more justices in the county were 
appointed by the Assembly. The Chief Justice was elected annu- 
ally, and the others at the pleasure of the Legislature. 


The Courts of Conscience or Justice Courts were continued. They 
could not try cases exceeding ten pounds in value. 
There was a register of the probate in each county who was ap- 


pointed by the Assembly. They proved wills and granted letters of 
administration. 


The Constitution called for schools in each county which would 
be supported by the state. It also called for trial by jury and freedom 
of the press, but contained no bill of rights. The four concluding pa- 
fagraphs were devoted to guarantees of personal liberty. 


This Constitution for Georgia can be found in the Georgia Revo- 
lutionary Records, Volume I, pages 282-298. Most Georgia libra- 
ries will have the three volumes of the revolutionary records.

London in 1841. It is generally 
believed that the MacKenzie of 
Seaforth tartan was designed 
for the 78th Highlanders when 
they were raised by Lt. Col. 
Francis Humberston MacKen- 
zie (later Lord Seaforth) in 
1793. There is no firm evi- 
dence that it was used earlier, 
for example by the 72nd High- 
landers when they were raised 
in 1778. 

When the Highland Regi- 
ments were first raised, the nor- 
mal uniform was the Govern- 
ment or 42nd Black Watch tar- 
tan. But, as Highland 
regiments proliferated, they 
sought to encourage their indi- 
vidual identities by introducing 
differences into the Govern- 
ment tartan. 

The MacKenzie tartan is a 
variation of the Government or 
Black Watch tartan, having two 
white stripes and one red stripe

The MacKenzie of Seaforth 
tartan has been worn continu- 
ously in regiments since 1793. 
It was also used by many of the 
Fencibles, Militia and Volun- 
teer units raised in Ross-shire, 
and so it has been aptly termed 


the Ross-shire Military Tartan. 
The civilian Clan MacKenzie 
tartan is derived from it.

An Associated press story 
recently told of today’s scien- 
lists testing snippets of what 
may be George Washington’s 
hair to see if the genetic code of 

the father of our country has 
survived. 

Evidence experts at the FBI 
hope to conclude whether the 
hair is authentic - and may even 
find information about the 
president’s health. 

In a procedure newly deve- 
loped and used now at crime 
scenes, the FBI will closely ex- 
amine mitochondrial DNA or 
the genetic building blocks that 
lie outside the cell nucleus. 
This kind of DNA survives in- 
definitely in hair, teeth, finger- 
nails or bones. 

Only daughters pass on the 
specific code sequence to the 
next generation. If there had 
not been a daughter in every 
generation of the Washington 
family, the line would have 
ended. 

There are two seventh- 
generation female line descen- 
dants of George Washington to 
supply the hair. 

And stay out!

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Of the 25 staff officers af a Highland Chief, these two were the 
most important: An Seanachaidh (the Sennachie or Genealogist of 
the Chief’s House) he was solely responsible for the clan register, 
records, genealogies and family history. The other, Am Marischal 


Tighe (the Seneschal composed of two men) were both well versed 
in the genealogies and precedents of all the clans. 

Within the croft families of the Western Isles, the children be- 
came the family Sennachie. They mentally stored the family ge- 
nealogy. The Sabbath, greatly revered, permitted few household 
chores. Children were not, on Sabbath, permitted to play outdoors. 
To elevate boredom, the children, standing abreast before the 
hearth, would in unison recite their family tree. This was an oral 
presentation. No written notes. Everyone knew the family kinship. 
However, with the gradual passing of the olden ways and immigra- 
tion to distant lands, all this family history was lost.

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Information about the landed gentry, royal and semi-royal li- 
neage is plentiful. Judicial and county records reveal Rent Rolls 
and also inventories of household plenishing afford a glimpse of 
those who tilled the soil. The kirk records may be lost. If a crofter 
was charged with assault, violation of Game Laws, sheep stealing or 
a political uprising - he will appear in judicial records. Any of these 
activities would warrant an arrest record. In more recent times, in 
Scotland, compulsory registration of birth was required. Yet, when 
you research in Edinburgh, you will discover records of many areas 
have been lost. Families could record the current birth of a child or 
record it whenever they happened to be near a registration office - a 
year or so later. 

Most likely, a crofter’s name will be found in estate and farm ac- 
count books. A few of these record books exist today. Remember 
tenants changed their names and their children’s name to that of the 
Laird whenever it was to their advantage - to gain a better rental fee 
or a cottage. This can be vexing. 

If you are fortunate enough to tie your family to one of these ac- 
count books you are “home free” at least for a generation or two. 
For once, with complete exactness, you may stand on an earthen 
area once tilled by your ancestry.. The recorded details reveal much 
about daily life. * 

If you visit the recorded area today it might be quite different. 
During the famine times, which I shall discuss later, the landed pro- 


prietors would destroy cottages and even small estate communities - 


to eliminate a refuge for desperate people. When the sheep era be- 
came popular destruction of living abodes swung into high gear. 

When planning a researching trip to Scotland allow ample time to 
visit the Dumfries museum. They have amassed more artifacts 
which portray life to early 
times to the present than you 
will find elsewere. To aid re- 
searchers, the museum has 
published many fact sheets per- 
taining to the area and its peo- 
ple. Usually, they are readily 
available. To defray printing 
costs, you should make a cash 
donation into a collection box. - 
The material’s value to you de- 
termines the amount. 

Let us examine the Farm Ac- 
count record Books. I have 
one.

A recent member of the 
Welsh-American Genealogical 
Society has been researching 
for many years a name which 
appears uncommon, so far, to 
other Welsh researchers - the 
name: Omohundro.

The Virginia State Archives 
is the repository for all state re- 
cords including land patents 
and grants, military certifi- 
cates, Confederate pensions, 
tax records and other docu- 
ments that record our state’s 
history and our ancestor’s 
lives. 

For years counties have vol- 
untarily sent their original re- 
cords to the Archives to insure 
their preservation. These re- 
cords, still in the boxes they 
came in, still covered dust, are 
stacked in the aisles, inaccessi- 
ble, slowly being eaten away 
by acid, crumbling into dust. 

Budge restraints and over- 
seers more concerned with 
other matters have contributed 
to the neglect, says the VGS. 
Legislative action is needed if 
the destruction is to be stopped. 


Virginians, and others, are 


asked to contact the Virginia Fg 


legislators by writing, by fax, 
by phone or in person. Let 
them know that the genealogi- 
cal community nationwide is 
vitally concerned about the fu- 
ture of Virginia’s history. Let 
them know that you expect 
them to safeguard the records 
of the past.

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The Lozano surname is an ancient Castillian name originating in 
the mountains of Leon. Later branches of the family were estab- 
lished in Portugal, Italy and throughout northern Spain and Andalu- 
cia. It is derived from the latin “lautianus” meaning luxurious, liv- 
ing in luxury. 

Sword in hand, and arm raised for battle conveys in the Lozano 
coat-of-arms, valor and readiness to serve. In 1158 AD King 
Sancho III founded the Knights of Calatraba to defend Christendom 
from the invading Arab armies and to “make war upon them with 
fire and sword, and to the death.” Two Lozanos were knighted into 
the order, Carlos Tomas Lozano and Ramon Ignacio Lozano. 

For valor in combat, two years later, in 1160 AD two other Loza- 
nos were created knights of another order, Knights of Santiago to 
guard the Holy Sepulchre of the Apostol Santiago, Alfonso Manuel 


Lozano and Luis Sebastian Lozano.

a common ancestor in a Pedro Lozano. His name appears as early 
as 1513 in the Panofilo de Narvaez military rolls. Pedro entered 
Mexico City with Cortes and was awarded an encomienda for his 
service, 185 miles south of Mexico City. The property was held un- 
til 1626 when the acquired control. 

Mimi Lozano-Holtzman, a Westminster resident has traced her 
line back to a Capitan Pedro Lozano, married to Mariana de la 
Garza in Nueva Espana, October 2, 1669, believed to have been a 
great grandson of the above named Pedro Lozano. Migrating north- 
east, her Lozano line settled in Salinas Victoria, Nuevo Leon. Jose 
Salvador Lozano, a relative, rose from military General to Governor 
of the state of Nuevo Leon. Although grandparents Jesus Lozano 
and Francisca Garcia were both born in Mexico, they met one 
another in Texas and were married in San Antonio in 1896. 

Jesus Lozano owned a bakery in San Antonio. Son, Catalino, 
was the 8th of 9 children. Unfortunately, Jesus Lozano died when 
Catalino was a 5 year old child. Bright, independent, strong-willed 
Catalino quit school after the 3rd grade. He learned business early 
as a paper boy. 

Escaping the political turmoil of the 1920s in Mexico, Aurora 
Chapa, his future bride, came to Texas from Sabinas Hidalgo, Mex- 
ico with her parents, Alberto Chapa Sanchez and Petra Farias Perez, 
when she was 12 years old. : 

Catalino and Aurora married in San Antonio in 1931. Catalino 
was 23 years old with two businesses, a string of taxis and a tailor 
shop with employees. He was successful and completely self- 
taught. The depression brought changes. Taxi services and altera- 
tions were two services not in heavy demand. The Lozano family 
moved to Los Angeles with their two daughters in 1935. 

Catalino opened a dry cleaning service in the downtown area of 
old Los Angeles. Eventually, he sold the shop and opened another 
in East Los Angeles. When was declared in 1941, Catalino rushed 
to enlist, but much to his regret, was not accepted for military ser- 
vice. Intensely patriotic, he contributed to the war effort as a super- 
visor and trainer in the packing of military parachutes. He returned 
to his occupation as a tailor and dry cleaning service after the war. 

Mimi Lozano-Holtzman, family researcher, graduated with ad- 
vanced degrees in Public and Recreation Administration from 
UCLA. She is married to Win Holtzman, the mother of two and 
grandmother of five. Aury, their son, is named after his maternal 
grandmother, Aurora. He is a family physician in Huntington 
Beach and the father of two sons. Tawn, Mimi and Win’s daughter, 
is a practicing lawyer in San Diego and the mother of three.

A 16-year old girl outrode Paul Revere! Her name was Sybil 
Ludington. She lived on a farm in New York with her father who 


was a captain in the militia. 


On the night of April 27, 1777, a messenger arrived with urgent 
news for Sybil’s father. The British had, in a surprise attack from 
Long Island Sound, burned the city of Danbury, CT. They were 
advancing on the countryside. Every farmer must be called out 


immediately to fight them back. 

Because her father was captain of the militia, Sybil volunteered 
for the job of calling the men. 

Grabbing a big stick, the girl leaped on her horse and galloped 
off in the darkness. All night long, she rode, pausing only at each 
lonely farmhouse to crash her stick against the door and shot a 
warning, “The British are coming, fall out and fight!” 

Sybil Ludington far outdid Paul Revere’s famous ride. Revere 
had travelled only about 10 miles when he was captured by the 


British at Lexington. Sybil, who rode all night long, covered a 
staggering 40 miles of hard riding. What’s more, she mustered out 
enough men to send the British back to their boats in defeat! 

(Let’s hope she was furnished with fresh horses now and then

ing about 150 years old. The 
Clydesdale Horse Society, 
formed in 1877, listed about 
1000 stallions in their stud 
book. 

Properly, it should be stated 
that the ancestors of Clydes- 
dales carried knights into bat- 
tles in the Middle Ages. The 


Clydesdale line goes back to 
Flemish horses imported into 
the Clyde Valley, Lanarkshire, 
in the eighteenth century.”. 
“The. WRR says that the Shet- 
land pony can be considered as 
a “native” Scot, since the breed 
probably came to the Shetland 
Islands from Scandanavia ab- 
out 10,000 years ago, crossing

The study and search for one’s family history rates as the number 
three of hobbies in the United States - just behind coin and stamp 
collecting. Genealogy is a record of an individual or family de- 
scending from an ancestor. Many genealogists concentrate on peo- 
ple, but a study of the origins of the family name is also an interest- 


ing search, 


The Houston name is familiar because of General Sam Houston 
and the city in Texas which is named for him. 

General Sam Houston was the first President of the Republic of 
Texas and was elected Governor of two states, Tennessee and 


Texas. 


Where did the name start? During the invasion of England in 
1066, Hugh of Padivan, with a body of soldiers rendered a service to 
William the Conqueror by reinforcing a broken battle column. For 
his great courage and unexampled energy, he was knighted on the 
field of battle and was awarded a castle and estates in Scotland. 

The village about the estate became known as Hugh’s Toun - 


eventually “Houston”. 


In the thirteenth century, when it became necessary to have a sur- 
name, the people who lived in and around the village adopted the 


hame. 


So, you became John of Houston, James of Houston, and so on. 
Houston’s had a common bond to the village, but most were not 


blood relatives. 


In later years, the Donald clan claimed the Houstons as a sept of 
their clan, but this was a mistake as the Houston’s were not de- 
scended from the Highlands, but from lowland families of Norman 
feudal origin. The early Houston’s were farmers near the villages of 
Houston, Bridge of Weir, Johnston and Paisley, all just a few miles 


north of Glasgow. 


Tracing the origin of a family name is only one of many topics 
discussed and studied by members of the Village Genealogy Soci- 
ety in Hot Springs Village, Arkansas.

All individuals doing re- 
search have at one time or 
another wondered about the 
system of measurements used 
by early surveyors. The basis 
of measurement was the 
Gunther chain invented by Ed- 
mund Gunther in 1620. The 
Gunther chain was 66 feet in 
length and consisted of a 
hundred links of 7. 92/100ths 
inches each. It was made of #6 


_ or #9 wife. The chain played 


an important role in today’s 
system of measurement. Our 
rod is 16 1/2 feet or one-fourth 
of a chain. The mile is 80 
chains. The acres is 10 square 
chains or 43,560 feet. The rod 
was also known as a pole.

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Westford vate 
update 


In October, Dr. Steve Nick- 
las of PFR Reproductions went 
to Westford, Massachusetts to 
study the rock carving known 
as “The Westford Knight.” 
With the aid of Society mem- 
ber, Norman Biggart and Mr. 
Bill Collins, a local resident 
with an interest in the project, 
Dr. Nicklas successfully com- 
pleted a mold from which a 
casting could be made. While 
still in town, at the request of 
the Westford Knight Commit- 
tee, he made a casting from the 
mold and left it with the Town 
of Westford for their museum. 

Upon his return to Atlanta, 
Dr. Nicklas made two addi- 
tional castings from the mold. 
One of these castings was dis- 
played at the Stone Mountain 
Highland Games last year. 
Needless to say, it attracted a 

lot of attention from visitors. 

The lines on the casting are 
very faint although the outline 
of the sword hilt and blade are 
easily seen. Less obvious upon 
initial inspection is the outline 
of the knight and his shield. 
However, the longer you look 
at the carving the more detail 
you can see. According to Dr. 
Nicklas, oblique lighting 
makes the carvings much more 
visible. 

Dr. Niclas believes that the 
carving is of a 14th century 
knight in armour, probably a 
crusader, made with medieval 
armourers tolls and that it was

not finished. He feels that it is 
comtemporary with the Prince 
Henry Sinclair voyabes. In a 
word, he feels that the West- 
ford Knight is genuine. While 
in Massachusetts he was able to 
look at other sites and artifacts 
which may date from that time 
frame, including what appears 
to be an ahcnor stone from the 
medieval period. 

Plans are to deliver a casting 
to the Clan Gunn Heritage 
Centre in Caithness. Dr. Nick- 
las says that Niven Sinclair has 
offered assistance in moving

Armorial bearings of Dinwiddie 


Tete Coupee, and lost silver 


The seat of Dinwiddie lairds stood near Dinwoodie Mains in the 
parish of Applegarth in Annandale. Dinwoodie Tower was prob- 
ably destroyed when Thomas, Xth Laird, was murdered in 1502. 
A coat of arms from this tower or its successor, in the form of a 
heraldic panel, is now mounted in the eaves above the main en- 
trance of Dinwoodie Mains. It is of carved stone, in relief, and is 
inscribed by the Royal Commission of Ancient Monuments of 
Scotland (1920) as: “Panel containing in the centre a shield, sur- 
rounded by strapwork enrichment and having in Chief two mullets 
with a human head inverted and suspended by a woodie or withie- 
rope, passed through the mouth.” Above are the initials R.M. and 
beneath the date 1631. 

The initials stand for Robert Maxwell of Dinwoodie, who suc- 
ceeded to the suzerainty of Dinwoodie after the death of his aunt- 
in-law, Jane Dinwiddie of that ilk, sometime after 1621. 

It is noteworthy that Robert Maxwell of Dinwoodie did not use 
the Maxwell Saltire, but adopted the “tete coupee” of the Dinwid- 
die lairds, though he acknowledged the younger son status by in- 
cluding the two mullets or cadet stars. 





‘So be all mine enemies’ 


The heraldic drawing here is based on an early photograph of 
the headstone in Applegarth Churchyard, Annandale, which com- 
memorates James Dinwoodie (1695-1745), who lived in Newbig- 
ging. Now little of the original carving remains as the stone sur- 
face has flaked away leaving the “tete coupee” barely visible. The 
coat which was in use up to XVIIIth c. is described as: “In chief, a 
hand couped, wrist to dexter holding a cord which depends by the 
ape a human head, full faced, couped and reversed, above a 

elm.” 

Robert Dinwiidie 1st of Germiston appears to have been an ar- 
miger as his son, the Lieut. Governor of Virginia, before leaving 
Williamsburg in 1758 sold several pieces of silver plate with the 
Dinwiddie and Cumming arms empaled. The purchaser was Col. 
Wilson Carey of “Ceelys”. They were in the possession of a de- 
scendant, Wilson Miles Carey (1806-1877) of Caresbrook and 
then of Haystock, Baltimore. The Governor presumably sold this 
plate because he had by then been granted arms himself. 

We would greatly like to know details of these arms which may 
include the “tete coupee”...and would like to know where they are 
today.

Mr. Cunning writes that 
hand-fast marriage or making 
of vows was not necessarily 
public. Rather, it was an initial 
form of the betrothal among 
“ordinary” folk, taking place 
between the couple alone. 
Central to the custom, the 
many prehistoric monuments 
(more than exist now). Pictish 
ones - especially standing with 
a hole chipped out, clear 
through. Even in Christian 
times, such sites were 
considered sacred. The 
pledging couple held hands 
through the hole while making 
their promises, thus the origin 
of “hand-fast”. 

Custom also was that the 
“year and a day” period was the 
obligation on the couple to 
complete within that time a 
sacramental commitment. 
(Frequently the dates of the 
first child being born and the 
parish record date of a marriage 
are notably “out of synch”, but 
this was without stigma if the 
parents had announced their 
Hand-fast intent; thus the 
baptismal records do not 
necessarily always indicate 
with the citation, “H/F”. 

Willis Cunnings great-great 
grandparents were discovered 
to have lived at least ten years 
in a hand-fast marriage, 
probably owing to a lack of 
established religion on the 
western Pennsylvania frontier. 
Both parties were Scots, 
first-generation born in the 
erstwhile Colonies. Their 
marriage did succeed. 

Some modifications of the 
old traditions took place on the 
frontier, and traces of the 
custom still remain ‘in 
Appalachia, or in expressions 
still heard. 

Obviously, there were no

“standing stones” in the 
Americas with holes in them 
(not until one gets to the 
Yucatan, anyway). Thus, one 
version of promise-taking 
became the couple both 
holding a stout peeled branch, 
drawing a line in the earth. 
When the girl stepped from her 
side over to her fellow’s side of 
the line, she had been “spoke 
for”, that fact being announced 
to family and friends directly 
afterward. 

Solemnizing a hand-fast 
marriage frequently took place 
at cabin or barn raisings. Even 
at such community gatherings, 
official ministry might not be 
The 
custom here though, was 
directly traceable in its roots 
clear back into ancient Keltic 
lore, carried down in oral 
traditions. = 

The ancient Keltic rituals all 
involved trees, or branches of 
trees, being the sacred symbols 
of the occasion. (The 
“ministers” were Druids then.) 
On the Appalachian frontier, 
no shortage of branches 
following the delimbing of logs 
for the cabin or barn! One with 
green leaves still on was held 
over the couple’s head and they 
pronounced their own vows, or 
a lay preacher read some 
Scripture. When the branch 
was then laid in front of them 
and the couple stepped across 
it, they were married in the 


sight of God and all present, — 


regardless of any lack of 
credentials of the officiant, or 
the lack of a license from a 
distant or non-existant 
courthouse. 

Next step, guess? The same 
ceremony takes place, not 
outdoors, but in the front 
doorway of a newly-raised 
cabin, perhaps raised for the 
couple themselves, including a 
ceremonial sweeping out the 
cabin floor with branches, 
followed by the same stepping 
over a symbol, to signify vows 


until death. 

Thus when the sweeping 
was literally and physically 
performed with a handmade 
broom (perhaps still made of 
branches), ihe Appalachian 
tradition and expression had 
become “jumping over the 
broomstick”. From holding 
hands through or over early 
Keltic standing stones, to a 
pledging couple stepping over 
a broomstick, the ritual 
instruments, over centuries and 
geography, changed, but not 
their intent. 

In the state of Virginia, the 
woven-branch head-high arch 
with leaves and blossoms, 
framed over the couple’s 
heads, is still to be found in 
outdoor weddings. Without 
having any personal input, this 
writer observed one as a guest, 
not over 5 years ago. 

It is a fact which sometimes 
historians or culturalists 
observe, that some aspects of 
ceremonies are just pleasing to 
the casual eye, the observer 
only occasionally noting that 
customs survive, and persist.

Even gravestones/cemeteries have an interesting history... 


Very early, the practice of 
putting a stone on a grave arose 
not from piety but from fear; 
it’s Origin was not respect for 
the dead, but the motive of self- 
protection. Even after all pre- 
cautions had been taken, the 
living were still afraid that the 
dead person might return and 
act against his former com- 
munity. To make absolutely 


sure he stayed in his tomb, they 
weighted the soil down with a 
stone. 

At first, people were buried 
anywhere, generally near 
where they had died or had 
been killed. Thus graves could 
be found in most unexpected 
places. 

Primitive society looked 
upon a dead person as some- 


thing impure. To touch the 
body or even pass over its bur- 
ial place was considered an act 
of dishonor. Thus, they 
marked graves with stones, 
These stones were meant to be 
warnings to passers-by to keep 
well away from the graves. At 
times, to make the stones stand 
out more clearly, they were 
coated with lime. 


This identification and con- 
sideration led to the origin of 
the cemetery. Special fields, 
removed from close human ha- 
bitation, were set apart to iso- 
late the dead in order to protect 
the living from contamination. 

A later development was the 
worship of graves. The tombs- 
tone was looked on as a home 
for the spirit. Later on, people 


were no longer worried about 
getting defiled, but became 
concerned that the grave may 
be desecrated. They placed 
stones on the grave to prevent 
animals from digging up the 
body.

Oh my goodness! 

An early custom in old New 
England was if a woman was 
married for a second time, as- 
suming she was a widow, she 
might be married in the nude! 
She would stand inside a closet 
with only her arm poking 
through, or standing behind a 
screen, Or wearing a sheet over 
her bare body. 

This was her new husband’s 
way of telling everyone that 
she came to him penniless, and 
that he would not assume any 
back debts of her previous mar- 
riage. These were called 
“Smock Weddings”. 

Another custom was for the 
bride to cross a major road dur- 
ing the late evening hours when 
it was totally dark, with future 
husband and friends waiting on 
the other side. Here again, the 
bride would be naked so that 
witnesses could testify that she 
came to the new husband as a 
poor widow. This gave them 
both legal relief to start anew.

Drake mystery solved 


California historians are glad 
that Beryle Shinn had a blow- 
out near San Rafael back in 
1936. This observant tire- 
changer solved a mystery three 
and a half centuries old! 

Shinn was understandably 
upset when he heard the thud of 
a flat tire and was not in a good 
humor as he pulled off the road 
and put on his spare tire. The 
chore completed, Shinn walked 
to a nearby bluff to admire the 
view of the Golden Gate 
Bridge and rest for a few mo- 
ments from his exertions. 

He happened to notice a 
strange looking object poking 
through the ground at his feet. 
He nudged it with his toe and 
then dug it from its partial 
grave. He found he had un- 
earthed a thick plated of black- 
ened brass about five inches 
wide by eight inches long with 
a jagged hole in one corner. 

Thinking he could use it to 
patch something, he tossed the 
object into his car trunk and 
forgot about it. 

About six months _ later, 
Shinn rediscovered the bit of 
brass while rifling his trunk. 
Crude letters etched on one 
side revealed only one legible 
word: Drake. Curious, Shinn 
took the artifact to the History 
Department of the University 
of California for analysis. 

Professor Herbert Bolton 
quickly recognized the trea- 
sure. Over the years, argu- 
ments had flared among histo- 
rians who had long searched 
for proof of Sir Francis Drake’s 
landing in California in 1579. 

Drake’s chaplain on the ship 
Golden Hinde sparked the con- 
troversy by writing in his jour- 
nal that Drake had nailed to. “a 


great and firme post...a piece of - 


brasse wheron is engraven her 


Graces name...together with 
her Highnesse picture and arms 
in a piece of sixpense currant 
English monie, shewing itselfe 
by a hole made of purpose 
through theh plats.” 

The investigators immedi- 
ately cleaned the plate and ran 
tests. The brass plate was pro- 
nounced genuine! 

The lettering proclaimed: 
Bee it knowne unto all men by 
these presents Jvne. 17. 1579 
by the grace of God and in the 
name of Herr Maiesty Qveen 
Elizabeth I take possession of 
this kingdome whose kind and 
people freely resigne their right 
and title in the whole land vnto 
Herr Maiesties keepeing now 
named by me and to bee 
knowne vnto all men as Nova 
Albion. G. Francis Drake. 

The jagged hole beneath the 
name of California’s dis- 
coverer fit an English sixpence 
exactly, although the original 
“sixpense” has never been 
found. 

Today, Drake’s priceless 
marker is at the University of 
California’s Bancroft Library 
for all to see - because Beryle 
Shinn had a flat tire!

The Georgia Constitution and the early 


The early constitutions of Georgia often had a great 
impact on the lives of the people living at that time. 
Precedents were being set by the various constitutions 
as they were written, and later amended. So, when 
doing research in Georgia often you save time by 
becoming familiar with the constitutions. 


various academies; vendue masters; health officers; 
lumber measurers; notary publics; Justices of the 
Supreme Court after 1846; Judges of the Inferior 
Courts until 1812; and Judges of the Superior Courts. 
Until 1855 the legislature changed names of 
individuals, determined boundaries of militia districts, — 


_and established bridges and ferries throughout — 


The Constitution of 1798 was the third state 
constitution written after Georgia declared her 
independence from Great Britain. This Constitution 
had no preamble and no Bill of Rights. It was 
amended 23 times during the 63 years in which it 
served as the basis for Georgia government. Each 
house of the legislature had to keep a journal for the 
first time, and record the vote on any issue if two 
members so wished. Under this Constitution the 
legislature, was bicameral. It met annually except 
from 1843 to 1857 when the meetings were 
biennially. This came about in 1840 when the 
General Assembly asked the people to vote for annual 
or biennial sessions. The people voted for biennial. 


The General Assembly elected the Governor for the 
state until 1825, after which the people elected him. 
The General Assembly elected the Secretary of State; 
Treasurer; Comptroller General; Adjutant General; 
Surveyor-General; Major Generals; Keeper of the 
Penitentiary; Directors of the Bank of Augusta, 
Planters Bank of the State of Georgia, and the Bank 
of Darien; University of Georgia Trustees; heads of 
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Georgia. In 1855-56 some of these powers of the — 
legislature were given to the Inferior Courts. The 
legislative records need to be researched for the 
records. 


The Senate with the membership in the counties being | 
equally represented was elected annually by the 
people. In order to serve in the Georgia Senate a man — 
had to be twenty five years of age, 9 years a citizen — 
of the United States, and a resident of Georgia for 3 | 
years.

The Welsh castle which 
once was the home of Rhys ap 
Fruffydd, founder of the Na- 
tional Eisteddfod, will be open 
to the pubic in time for the 
1996 National, to be held at 
nearby Llandeilo. 


Castell Dinefwr stands high 
above the Tywi valley in the 
centre of a nature preserve. Its 
restoration comes as a result of 
a lengthy campaign launched 
by Dr. Gynfor Evans, honorary 
president of Plaid cymru. Dr. 
Evans represented the area as 
MP in the mid 70s. 


It was almost 820 years ago 
that Lord Rhys invited poets 
and musicians to an Eisteddfod 
at Cardigan in 1176. This is re- 
garded as the first-ever national 
Eisteddfod. 


Built on the foundations of 
an ancient Roman fort, Castell 
Dinefwr is thought to have 
been built by Rhodri Fawr in 
the 9th century. It became, a 
century later, the home of 
Welsh lawmaker Hywel Dda, 
his grandson. Both were 
ancestors of Rhys.

One difficulty a modern reader will have from the farm account 
records is the similarity of names and surnames. Most of the coun- 
try people were related to each other and the number of surnames 
and Christian names were very limited. The nicknames constantly 
used numbered about four. Anexample: David, John, Samuel and 
William Davidson; Angus, Peter Dow, William, Alexander and 
James McDonald; James Lee, Charles, Peter and John Glass 
Robertson. This farm account supplies details for the Davoch of 
dunachton - a district on the upper reaches of the Spey, midway 
between Kingussie and Aviemore. William Mackintosh of Bal- 
nespick, the head of one of the older Mackintosh families made the 
entries. In 1748, William sold Balnespick to Macpherson of Inver- 
ishie. William, during his writings 1769-1782, held a lengthy tack 
(i.e. lease) from the Chief of Mackintosh of the Davoch of Du- 
nachton and Kincaid in the Parish of Avie. 


A further illustration of name difficulties is reported in my 1860 
autographed copy of Cosmo Innes’ book Concerning Some Scot- 
tish Surnames. He relates a curious paper which appeared in 
Blackwood’ s Magazine, March 1842 about the peculiarities of the 
“Fisher folk”....““The fishers are generally, along the east coast, in 
want of surnames...There are seldom more than two or three sur- 
names in a fish town. There are twenty-five George Cowies in 
Buckie (Cowie is the name of an ancient fishing village). The 
grocers in “booking” their fisher customers, invariably insert the 
nickname or “tee“ name, and; in the case of married men, write 
down the wife’s name along with the husband’s name. Unmarried 
debtors have the names of their parents inserted with their own. In 
the town register of Peterhead these signatures occur: Elizabeth 
Taylor, spouse to John Thompson, “Souples’; Agnes Fqrquhar, 
spouse to W. Findlater, “Stouttie”; ...“It is amusing enough to tum 
over the leaves of a grocer’s ledger and see the “tee” names as they 
come up: Buckie, Beauty, Bam, Biggelugs, Callop, Heldom, the 
King, the Provost, Rochie, Stasttie, Sillerton, the Smack, Snipe, 
Snuffe’s, Toothie, Tod-lowrie. Ladies are occasionally found who 
are gallantly and exquisitely called “the Cutter”, “the Bear”, etc. 
Among the twenty-five George Cowies in Buckie there are George 
Cowie, “Dodle”, George Cowie, “Carrot” and George Cowie, 
“Neep 


From the records of Justiciary at the Spring Circuit, Aberdeen, 
in 1844, John Geddes, alias “Jock Jack” was indicted for assault- 
ing John Cowie, “Pum”. The locus delicti was near the villages of 
Port-gordon and Buckie on the Banffshire coast. Some of the wit- 
nesses were: Margaret Cowie (Pum) - daughter of the person 
assaulted-, John Reid (Joccles), James Green (Rovie), John Ged- 
des (Jack son), Alexander Geddes (Duke) and John Reid (Dey). 
All of these men are described as fishermen. 

The patronymic is another distinctive name class. Of two Johns, 
one 1s the Son of John, the other of Thomas or “Thomson”. They 
fluctuate. Alan, the son of Walter, had a son Walter who called 
himself “Walter Alanson”. This was also practiced in Shetland. A 
former sheriff of Shetland, Lord Neaves, related in a few years pat- 
ronymics were common in those islands and varied every genera- 
tion. He recalled seeing in the Registration Court titles in favor of 
Magnus Johnson - whose father was called John Magnus’ son (the 
original of “Manson”) and so alternately for many descents. The 
women in those families were known only as Mary, John’s 
daughter, etc. 


The Norman fashion was to place “Fitz” (or filius) before the 
ancestral name and some great families in England and Ireland re- 
tain this form. In Scotland, the Norman fashion, like the French 
language, was short lived. Descent by the affix of the word “son” 
was preferred. 

The practice of name spelling and variation didn’t necessarily 
end when your Scottish ancestors arrived in the United States. I 
have an inquiry letter dated February 1972. In it, the writer discov- 
ered, starting with the end of the American Revolution, his ance- 
stry in moving from Pennsylvania to Ohio to Indiana and Kansas 
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On this shrunken oa men can no longer live as. strangers. Family Tree Topper — 


each family generation adjusted the name apparently in an attempt 
to make it sound more American. 

Consider the spellings of Smith, Smyth, Smithe, etc. In the 
Highlands, the craft of the village blacksmith was one of awe, 
magic and mystery. One historian says he can hear more legends 
of supernatural smith-work than he could gather about Ossian. 
Ancient English laws protected the smith’s person by a double 
penalty. 

In the spelling of the low country talk like “Smith” the names 
Gow and Cowan also varies among those whose mother tongue 
was Gaelic. 

In the mid 1800s, Cosmo Innes was a Professor of History at the 
University of Edinburgh. He informs: The punctilio of orthogra- 
phy is of very modern date. Our grandfathers, and still more, our 
grandmothers, used wonderful license, not only with their neigh- 
bors names, but with their own. In the 16th century, when writing 
had become a common accomplishment, a man often spelt his own 
name six or seven different ways in a single letter. The surname of 
the Stirlings (of Keir) is found in their family papers spelled in 64 
different manners. 

Original Scottish Judicial Records of the Courts are not too dif- 
ficult to comprehend once you have deciphered the penmanship. 
The recordings were written with strokes of a broad or narrow 
width quill pen. Legibility varies with each individual scribe. The 
spelling varies greatly from todays. 

Consider this legal document. Set in modern typeface it is not 
too difficult to grasp. This early 1500 loan transaction recognizes 
security could rest on landed estates or urban property. This prac- 
tice is recognized in the “Leges Burgorum (c.70) Legal Practice in 
Ayr and the West of Scotland in the 15th and 16th Centuries by 
David Murray.

Gif ony man has lande laid in wed til ony man he may it out- - 


quyte (acquietare) when that evir hym lestis bot gif it be wedset til 
a cetraine terme. And when that terme war runnyn he sal profyr 
hym his wed at thre hed mutis. And gif he wil nocht it outquyte, it 
sal be salde and the cransour sal tak his dett. And al the remande 
that he gettis mar than the dett sal be geyffin til hym that aucht the 
wed. 

From a communication within the Scots Army 1661-1688 re: 

Lawes and Articles of War 

My Loird, I heue Resenit the artickles and sal be kirful to se(e) 
them publish and puit in execution...Dalyell. 

Happily those wanting to go to Scotland and do a bit of record 
researching on their own are spared, to a great degree, the agony of 
attempting to translate old documents whose writings are similar 
to the above examples. 

How is this possible? 1680 to 1750 was a most interesting time 
in Scottish history. The country had long endured the tyranny and 
persecution of the Stuarts, but had secured, by the revolutionary 
settlement, civil and religious freedom and the enactment of just 
and merciful laws. Commerce and business began to recover from 
a condition of great prostration and poverty in all its interests. 

Since 1748, when the Sheriffs of Scottish Counties, came, by 
the Act of George II abolishing Heritable Jurisdictions, to be ap- 
pointed directly by and made responsible to the Crown interesting 
documents reporting National, but more importantly the Local 
History, have been accumulating for preservation and reference in 
the Record Rooms of the various counties. 

Because of a lack of proper storage space and apathy of appreci- 
ation of old Records, judicial proceedings, Court Minute Books 


suffered from damp, neglect and decay. Today, many of these do- . 


cuments can be found stored and indexed in the Record Rooms of 
the Scottish Counties. All being well preserved. 

These Record Rooms are a gold mine of information for those 
wanting to learn more about local customs and habits of the inha- 
bitants...your distant relatives. 

In my next article, we shall take a closer look at old records and 
pay a visit to the National Library and the Register House in 
Edinburgh.

Court of a county should first investigate a divorce 
and then recommend to the Assembly if they, the 
Court, approved. Then the Legislature by a 2/3 vote 
had to approve and the divorce was granted. There 
were two kinds of divorce: absolute and conditional. 
According to the law of 1806 the guilty party could 
not remarry during the lifetime of the former 
mate(Clayton, pages 205-6). A conditional divorce 
was mere separation, and it required maintenance for 
the wife and children. 


The first bank in Georgia was a branch of the First 
Bank of the United States, and it was established in 
Savannah in 1802. The first state banks were 
established in Georgia in 1811. The Bank of Augusta 
and the Planter’s Bank of Savannah began that year. 
These were strictly commercial banks. The first bank 
in the interior of Georgia was located at Milledgeville 
in 1816. This was a branch of the State Bank of 
Georgia. Eventually it had branches in Macon, 
Washington, Athens, Eatonton, and Greensboro, 
Georgia. 


By 1802 the Legislature said taxes on land could not 
longer be a specified amount named in the tax act. 


Up to this time a new tax law was passed each year. 


After 1805 on land taxes had to be on the millage 
rate. Therefore, by 1805 the Tax Law reflected 
changes. A white male at age 21 began paying a pole 
tax of 31 1/4 cents, and by 1825 a man over age 60 
was exempt. A tax of 31 1/4 cents was paid on each 
slave between 21 and 60. Professionals, such as 
lawyers and doctors, paid a $4 tax. A four wheel 
Carriage tax was one dollar, and a two wheel carriage 
tax was fifty cents. In towns for every $100 of value 
declared by the owner on lots and buildings, the tax 
was 31 1/4 cents. : 


The tax on land was according to where it was 
situated. Land near various bodies of water was 


much more valuable than other land. In 1825 taxes 
were reduced by 25 per cent. In 1832 they were 
reduced by 50 per cent. In 1842 taxes were increased 
by 25 per cent. Poll tax was reduced in 1850 to 25 
cents. 


In the Georgia Archives there are 51 tax digests 
available prior to 1800. From 1800 through 1809 
there are 101 digests. Then, there are 126 tax digests 
from 1810 to 1819. The early materials consisting of 
154 digest mainly covers Wilkes, Green, Oglethorpe, 
Jefferson, Lincoln, Tattnall, and Clarke counties. 


From 1820 to 1830 there are 278 tax digests prior to 
1820, and this represents 28 of the first 50 counties. 
By 1820 there were 50 counties. Of these 50 
counties 47 were still in existence in 1820. Houston, 
Bourbon, and Walton were outside the present 
boundaries of Georgia, so they should not be 
confused with Houston and Walton counties of today. 
Also, remember that Franklin, Twiggs, and Rabun are 
not in the 1820 census. 


The tax act of 1852 established the ad valorem 
system. This system is based on a percentage of 
property values. 


By 1850 Georgia had become the Empire State of the 
South. She had made many changes in her own 
government. It is important to the family historian, 
genealogist, and local historian to understand and be 
aware of these changes; because it gives much more 
incite into your research.

ve ve ve ve ve The adventures of Lewis and Clark....and a Newfoundland dog named “Seaman” vx vx vx v« v« 


In 1803 the United States 
purchased the Louisiana Territ- 
ory from France. At that time 
Thomas Jefferson was Presi- 
dent and Meriwether Lewis 
was a private secretary to Presi- 
dent Jefferson. Lewis was ex- 
perienced in wilderness survi- 
val and so was one of his for- 
mer commanding officers, 
William Clark, a surveyor. 
These men were chosen to co- 
lead an expedition that set out 
in May of 1804 following the 
Missouri River through what is 
now lowa, South Dakota, 
North Dakota, Montana and 
Oregon to Fort Clatsop and 
back. The journey took two 
years. 

The group was made up of 
men recruited from the Army, 
woodsmen, hunters and a ser- 
vant of Clark’s named 
York...and a black Newfound- 
land dog, purchased for $20. 

There is some discrepancy 
as to the dog’s name through 
handwriting and ageing of the 
original journals. It has been 
interpreted as “Seaman” and, 
as there is a Seaman’s Creek on 
one of the Sketch maps, it 
seems a likely name for the 
dog. 

Seaman was mentioned a 
number of times in the Lewis 
and Clark journals. He was a 
much loved and valued mem- 
ber of the party. Even when 
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food was scarce, the men 
shared what little they had with 
him. Once Lewis was offered 
3 beaver skins in exchange for 
him by one of the Shawnees. 

Seaman was a good hunter 
of squirrel, geese and other 
‘small game. 

On one occasion he retrieved 
a deer from the river after it 
was wounded by the expedition 
hunters. At night, he guarded 
the sleeping camp, chasing 
away grizzly bears, buffalo and 
whatever came too close. The 
mosquitoes and prickly pears 
bothered him, though his thick 
coat gave him some protection. 
He was badly wounded when a 
beaver bit through an artery in 
his hind leg - but was nursed 
back to health by the men of 
the Lewis & Clark party. 

On the return journey he was 
once stolen by three Indians 


from a small tribe and was, 
most likely, headed for the 
cooking pot. Three irate 
woodsmen with loaded rifles 
went in pursuit and rescued 
him. 

In June 1805 the expedition 
reached the area of Great Falls, 
Montana, where they found 
that instead of one waterfall, 
there were five. Because of 
this they had to portage for 18 
miles and were delayed some 
time in the area. It took much 


time to build two wagons and 
make four trips to transport six 
dugouts and baggage the 18 
miles to more manageable 
water. 

Nearly 190 years later, at 
Great Falls, Montana, during 
the-4th of July 1989 Montana 
Statehood Centennial Celebra- 
tions, a dedication ceremony 
took place. A monument to 
commemorate the challenge 
and achievement of the “Corps 
of Discovery” was unveiled. 
The monument overlooks the 
Sun and Missouri Rivers, a few 
miles upstream from the great 
falls of the Missouri. 

The artist who sculpted the 
monument is Robert M. 
Scriver, born in Browning, 
Montana. He is considered one 
of the leading western sculp- 
tors of today. 

The monument is hollow 
bronze weighing over a ton. It 
stands 10 feet tall, the figures 
are 7 feet tall on a three foot 
base. There are 35 state 
plaques, 33 for the men who 
completed the expedition - 1 
for Seaman and 1 for the only 
man who died on the journey. 
The work took 4 years to com- 
plete. (The Newfoundland dog 
used as a model was “Ben” - 
Captain Benjamin ’s Portage - 
owned by Ruth Burns.) 

Each year, a 3 day re- 
enactment festival takes place, 


when a camp is established and 
people spend 3 days living as 
they would have done in 1805.

THE MAYHAW JELLY STORY 


Mayhaw (ma'hau’) jelly is a rare delicacy made from the tart red 
berry that grows in the swamps and bogs of Southwest Georgia. 

Colquitt, in Miller County, is the center of the Mayhaw growing 
area, Mayhaw trees grow wild in such a small geographic area 
(hat the berries are highly prized and the tart sweet jelly hoarded 
for special occasions. Mayhaws are called berries, but 
technically they are members of the haw or apple family. In May 
the red berries are gathered by hand or scooped out of the water 
in fishnets. The berries are boiled then squeezed to get clear 
coral colored juice that is made into “the best jelly in the world." 

The Mayhaw Tree Co. specializes in Mayhaw jelly products, 

produced with pride in Southwest Georgia. Colquitt, Georgia is 
the home of the National Mayhaw Festival. The Mayhaw Story 
can be traced back through the years of "Gone With The Wind”.

United States Post Offices, 
1828-1832, contains an al- 
phabetical listing of all United 
States Post 
Offices that were in existence 
between the years 1828 and 
1832. The name of the Post 
Office, the county, and the state 
is presented. The first section 
gives an alphabetical list of 
towns, each followed by the 
county and state in which it 
was located. 

For example: there are se- 


ven Abingtons listed in the 


states-of CT, IN, MA, MD, PA 
(2- one in Montgomery and one 
in Luzerne County) and VA. 
There is only one Alexanders- 
ville, located in Montgomery 
Co., OH. 

The second section is.a list- 
ing of Post Offices for each 
State, county by county. 

Data found in this book was 
taken from the 4th microfilm 
roll of National Archives Re- 
cord Group 28 (records of the 
US Postal Service), M1131 se- 
ries, “Record of Appointment 
of Postmasters, October, 
1789-1832.” This roll was 
chosen because it is the only 
one which lists the county 
where each Post Office was lo- 
cated. There was one draw- 
back to using this roll; some 
areas were so faded that data 
could not be deciphered at all. 

This volume excludes illegi- 


ble data and lists 11,747 Post 
Offices. States that were diffi- 
cult to decipher are listed with 
a question mark. 

Since most towns and cross- 
roads had a Post Office, this 
volume is a US-wide finding 
aid for places names, and is a 
very useful tool for researchers 


of the early 1800s in the United 
States. It should be on ge- 
nealogists and library shelves 
across the country. 224 pages,

Yom-Ha-Shoah 


April was the month Jews all over the world “remembered the generations” during Yom Ha-Shoah, the day we memorialize our rela- 
tives slain during the Holocaust. We have memorial services in our synagogues, Holocaust survivors give testimony to the horrors of the 
concentration camps and their lives under Nazi tyranny, and teachers related the truth of the Holocaust to dispel the evil or insane notions 
by Revisionists who say the Holocaust never happened. 


There are extant, original Nazi documents and photographs (which they were so proud of), reams of testimony from Nuremberg, vol- 
umes of books recording first hand accounts of every detail of the “Final Solution”, hundreds of gedenkbuchs (memorial books to the 
victims murdered by the Nazis and to the towns destroyed by the regime), and most importantly, oral testimonies from the survivors 
themselves. 


The Jewish genealogist can find information about family members annihilated during the Shoah from several sources. The Interna- 
tional Tracing Service branch of the Red Cross and Yad Vashem have lists of victims and survivors. The Gedenkbuch and Memorial to 
Jews Deported from France both contain victim lists. There are Yiskor books (memorial books of towns in Eastern Europe where Jews 
once lived) which mention citizens of those towns before deportation. HIAS (Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society) assisted over 70,000 Ho- 
locaust families in the late 1940s and early 1950s and they have lists. These sources will be mentioned in greater detail at another time 
because I want to now include information not generally known to most researchers. The information was found by Jeffrey Cymbler of 
New York while he was visiting the Hebraic Division of the Library of Congress. He came upon an article, “Genealogy and the Holo- 
me Selected Sources at the National Archives,” by John Mendelsohn, published in Prologue: Quarterly of the National Archives, Fall 
1983, pp. 179-187. 


The National Archives has many microfilm reels of concentration camp prisoner and victim lists. In an article by Jeffrey Cymbler in 
“Dorot” newsletter of the JGS NEw York, Spring 1989, he lists the general contents of these microfilms, i.e., 11 rolls on Dachau (3 rolls 
contain the register of Dachau inmates who were assigned prisoner numbers...,2 rolls of “Dachau Book of Arrivals and Departures - 1 
December 1941 - 1 December 1943, 5 rolls of alphabetical lists prepared by the US Army of inmates’ names, birthdates, birthplaces, Da- 
chau registration number, date of arrival at Dachau, date of death (at Dachau) or the name of the camp where the person was liberated). 
The Buchenwald rolls comprise the largest group of the collection with 64 rolls, most of which contain lists of male inmates - their birth- 
place and date, religion, occupation, nationality, race, names of parents, including mother’s maiden name, number of children, name of 
spouse and physical attributes. There are 19 rolls of microfilm on Nauthausen, 8 of which contain inmate personnel cards, 5 rolls called 
totenbuecher which. are the chronological death books for the camp, 2 rolls of numerical registers of inmates, 1 roll lists Belgian Jews 
there and another lists victims by nationality, and finally, 2 rolls list names of survivors and discharged prisoners and their vital statistics. 

There is one film on Bergen-Belsen which contains various death certificates issued by the German authorities from January through 

April 1945. Other films are from Constanz (Fieldkirch) Hospital, Ross-Rosen, Mittlebau (Sangerhausen), Sandbostel and 25 from Na- 
tazweiler. All of these films are part of the National Archives Collection of Seized Enemy Records, 1941 (record Group 242). As of 
1989, the records could only be researched through the Captured German Records Staff, Room 15W-1, National Archives, from 8:45 
AM to 5 PM, Monday through Friday. At our local N.A., in Laguna Niguel, California, I found a few films relating to this subject. “In- 
dex of Jews Whose German Nationality was Annulled by the Nazi .Regime” #T355 and “Nauthausen Death Books” T990. 

Of course, it is possible to write to Auschwitz and Majdanek directly for information about your lost ancestors. For information from 
Auschwitz, write to: Panstwowe Muzeum, Oswiecim 32-603, Poland; or, for Majdanek write to: Krystna Madalowa, Panstwowega Mu- 
zeum at Jamdanek, Droga Meczennikow, Majdanka 67, Lublin 20-325, Poland. 

All of this documentary evidence is a very tragic commentary on man’s inhumanity to man. We all should never forget what hap- 
pened so that Historical Revisionists cannot spread their evil lies that all this horror never occurred, so that our ancestors will not have 
died in vain, and so that this unique Holocaust will never happen again.

The Lord Lyon King of 
Arms granted Warrant to the 
Lyon Clerk to matriculate the 
Ensigns Armorial of the 
Struthill branch of Clan Ma- 
cLaren into the name of Major 
Charles James MacLaren of 
Dunavon, Bridge of Weir in the 
County of Renfrew, on 9th 
November 1993. 

Major MacLaren, who pre- 
fers to be called “Jim” rather 
than by his first name, Charles, 
succeeded his cousin Archibald 
Keith MacLaren, the son of 
A.C. MacLaren, the famous 
cricketer. Archie was the 
Clan’s only Chieftain when the 
Society was first formed by the 
Chief in 1962. In order to es- 
tablish his claim to the Chief- 
tainship, Archie had to supply 
proofs and family trees dating 
back to Patrick MacLaren, born 
1610 and who died 1667, be- 
fore title was granted by the 
Lord Lyon in 1956.

The new Scottish Tagan 
Museum and Heritage Center 
is open now in Franklin, North 
Carolina. The Scottish Tartans 
Society has designated Frank-

Martinez is the fourth most popular surname found in all of 
Spain and the former Spanish colonies. It is derived from the sur- 
name Martin. The “ez” added, means son of. As Martin, the sur- 
name is found in France, Germany and England. In Italy, an “i” is 
added for Martini. The Catalan equivalent for Martin is “Marte” 
or “Marti”. In other parts of Spain, Martino, Marco and Marzo are 
popular. 

All of the above surnames have a common root in the Latin 
name of “Martinus” - after the Roman God of War, Mars. How- 
ever, not all bearers of these surnames are necessarily related. 
Martinez in its most ancient form, originated in Galicia and Astur- 
ias. The popularization of the name, no doubt is found in the well 
loved St. Martin, born in the year 316. 

As a young man, Martin came across a beggar, cold and naked. 
Filled with compassion for the beggar, Martin, having nothing else 
with him to give, cut his cape in half and gave that to the suffering 
stranger. The following night, Martin had a vision of the Lord 


commending him for his act of charity. Martin received his reli- 
gious training in Poitiers and served in Tours, France. From there 
his fame and name spread throughout the Christian world. 

Among some of the earliest explorers is the name of Juan Mar- 
tinez de Acoque, listed as an able seaman sailing with Christopher 
Columbus on the Santa Maria in 1492. Three Martinez men, also 
with the first name of Juan, served with Hernando Cortes, either in 
the original Cortes entrada of 1520 and/or the founding of Vera- 
cruz. Not all that participated in the siege of Tenochtitlan sur- 
vived, many died in the conquest, killed by Indians or hardships, 
and some returned to Spain. Of those that stayed in Nueva Espana, 
not all were awarded land. 

Linda Martinez-Wangerin, a Lakewood, California resident, has 
traced her earliest roots to a Juan Martinez involved in the coloniz- 
ing of early Veracruz. However, no Juan Martinez is found among 
the first awarded land grants, or encomiendas in Nuevo Espana. A 
Francisco Guajardo did arrive in Saltillo in 1604 and was the 
owner of a Hacienda and a mill. His son’s name was Juan.

The migratory path traveled by her earliest ancestors in Mexico 
was north from Puebla, to Monterrey, then northwest to Chi- 
huahua. Following their trek, she found that they migrated to Me- 
silla, Las Cruces, Dona Ana, and then Silver City - all within Grant 
County, New Mexico. 

The family settled in Georgetown. Working in the silver mine 
district, great grandfather, Gumesindo Martinez, eventually pur- 
chased the Burro Mine - which he kept until his death in 1904. 
With his inheritance, Grandfather Anselmo opened a hay and grain 
mercantile store, winning the approval of his future father-in-law. 
He married Felicitas Benavides on 7 December 1904. 

Unfortunately, Anselmo died 7 years later at the age of 28. LIke 
many miners of that time, he died of the black lung disease. 

After the death of her husband in 1911, Felicitas immediately 
left Grant County, New Mexico and came to California, with her 
four children, Living with her parents, Epifanio and Adelaida Be- 
navides (who was of Comanche-Apache bloodline). Felicitas 
trained and became proficient as a nurse. She supported her four 
children and saw them through college. An unusual and outstand- 
ing achievement for that time. 

Her first born was Jose Reymundo (the son in her world) Mar- 
tinez. Mars Martinez-Wangerin’s father, Reymundo, attended the 
Spanish Indian Institute in San Diego, graduation in Business Ad- 
ministration, and started the “Best of All Cookie Company”. After 
financially establishing himself, Jose Reymundo married Dora 
Martha Peterson in October of 1937. 

Family researcher, Mrs. Linda Martinez-Wangerin expressed 
great love and respect for her ancestors. “I draw strength from my 
forefathers. Their faith and tenacity taught me that all things are 
possible with an optimistic outlook.” 

Family surnames on Mrs. Martinez-Wangerin’s pedigree: Be- 
navides, Perez, Carbajal, Galas, Parra-Luna, Armijo, Melendres, 
Montoya.

Be prepared when 
researching Virginia - 
The climate for genealogists 
at the Virginia State Archives 
is decidedly murky, much to 
the dismay of those who travel 
long distances to delve into the 
Virginia holdings. If a county 
in which you are interested has 
deposited its loose papers with 
the Archives, you must arrive 
at the Archives with a letter of 
permission from the county’s 
Circuit Court Clerk to search 
the loose papers of that county. 
A separate letter of permission 
must be obtained for each 
county whose loose papers you 
might wish to examine; not all 
counties grant this permission. 

Unfortunately, there is no 
neat and tidy printed list of 
loose paper information about 
whether or not the loose paper 
holdings in the Virginia State 
Archives, including the infor- 
mation about whether or not 
the loose papers are open or 
closed for researchers. 

If you intend to search in the 
Virginia State Archives during 
a planned trip, be forewarned 
and forearmed. You might 
contact the Circuit Court Clerk 
of each county in advance in- 
quiring about the location and 
accessibility to researchers of 
loose papers.

Jerome is also said to have 
been born in New York state. 
Unfortunately, no town or 
county is given which makes 
the search more difficult.

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Last fall I was honored by being invited to pipe a Scottish funeral of a 
gentleman born in the county of Lanark 1899. While talking with his wi- 
dow, I mentioned my interest in Scottish genealogy. She said she 
possessed her late husband’s registration of birth certificate. She mailed a 
copy of it to me. 

What accurate information is revealed by such a certificate? Firstly, in 
size, it measures some 6 by 13 1/2 inches. Stated on the reverse side: This 
extract is issued under the provisions of the 37th section of the statute 17 
and 18 vict. cap. 80, and as such is exempted from the Stamp Duty im- 
posed by Stamp Duties Act (33 and 34 Vict. cap. 97) in terms of the Sche- 
dule annexed to the said Act. 

The top of the frontal side is captioned: Extract entry of birth, under the 
37th Sect. of 17 and 18 Vict. Cap 80 Above this printed caption is the hand 
written certification of the completion of name and birth details of the 
baby as recorded by the registrar for the parish. Next, and below the 
above information, we find seven informational columns: No. 1 is num- 
ber of the certificate. No. 2 Name and Sumame, No. 3 When and where 
born, No. 4 sex, No. 5 Name, surname and rank or profession of 
father...name and maiden surname of mother...date and place of marriage. 
No. 6, signature and qualification of informant and residence, if out of the 
house in which the birth occurred. NO. 7, when and where registered and 
signature of registrar. 

The information recorded, in very fine penmanship: This is birth certi- 
ficate No. 42: the name of the baby: 1898 December 31, 8:30 AM at 74 
Sunnyside Rows Wisham. Sex: M; Father’s name and occupation: coal 
miner, married and maiden name of mother. They were married January 
1, 1891, Ballyblack Co., Down Ireland; the certificate is signed by the 
father being present at registration. Lastly, registration date January 16, 
1899 at Wisham signed: registrar. 

Across the bottom of the certificate beneath the seven columns: Ex- 
tracted from the Register Book of Births for the Parish of Cambusnethan 
in the County of Lanark this 16th day of January 1899...signed: Registrar. 

Those seeking Scottish family ties are fortunate indeed if they have or 
can find a registration of birth certificate. 

At the conclusion.of my June/July 1994 article, I promised a visit to the 
National Library and the Register House in Edinburgh. To minimize 
reader’s questions, at the completion of each visitation, I shall list all im- 
portant addresses, contact name, telephone numbers as well as fax num- 
bers. This will allow readers, if interested, to gain valuable information 
without touring to Scotland. 

THE NATIONAL LIBRARY OF SCOTLAND 

The main reading room of the library is located off High Street on 
George IV Bridge. Two other buildings: Lawnmarket Building on Lawn- 
market Street and the Causwayside Building on Saulsbury Place house 
specialized materials. ; 

If you are staying in Edinburgh and have a rental car, leave it parked at 
your hotel. Take a taxi. Parking in the library area is extremely scarce and 
most available is in parking time zones. If you do drive, don’t be sur- 
prised at having to walk blocks. 

One final cautionary...library material must NOT be taken away. NLS 
is a reference-only library. Since this is our first visit what are we sup- 
posed to do? 1. Ask for advice: To save your valuable time, explain to 
the staff the purpose of y our quest. They will ask you questions to deter-

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mine you are in the right library for your needs. Regulations for library 
admission will be explained and if eligible you will be issued a ticket to 
use the library. On all visits, show your ticket. 2. Look up the General 
Catalogue: Several printed guides will help use the General Catalogue. 

They are conveniently displayed at various points in the Issue Hall. Staff 
members willingly explain how to use the Catalogues. The General Cata- 
logue has three parts: (Microfiche, Cards and Computer). We may need 
to use all three parts to find what we want, depending on the date of publi- 
cation. Remember, if you can’t find it - ask for help. 3. Fill out a book 
application slip. Print all information clearly and to put in the shelfmark. 

Use a ballpoint pen so the information is transferred to the other copies on 
the slip. ; 

4. Select a seat in the Reading Room. Chairs in the Lower Reading 
Room are numbered on the back. Chairs in the Upper Reading Room are 
numbered on the left-hand side of the back. Put the number of the seat 
you have chosen on the book application slip so that your books can be de- 
livered to you during the day. This is essential. (In the evenings after 5 
PM and on Saturday mornings, you must return to the counter to collect 
your books.) 5. Hand in the book application slip at the “Book Issue and 
Return” counter. Give the slip to any staff member at the counter. You 
will be told approximately how long you will need to wait for the book. 6. 


Wait in the Reading Room at your chosen seat. When located, your 
books will be brought to you (except after 5 PM and Saturday mornings). 
If it seems to be taking much longer than you were told to expect, go back 
to the counter and ask about your request. 7. Bring books back to the 
Book Issue and Return counter. When finished with the books issued to 
you, bring them all back to the counter. Leave any books you have taken 
from the open shelves in the reading room on the table. Do not bring these 
to the counter. Return books not later than 20 minutes before closing. If 
you need to consult the same books at a later time, ask to have them put 
“on reserve”...this will save time on your next visit. When you retum, just 
ask for the books reserved in your name. 

In the George IV Bridge Building in the South Reading Room you will 
find rare books and manuscripts. In the North Reading Room you will 
find microfilm and microfiche and the Music Room. In the Causeway 
Building you will find the Scottish Science Library and the Map Library. 

The National Library of Scotland is one of the world’s greatest libra- 
ries. To make it work well for all users, rules are necessary. Most impor- 
tantly, books are issued on a personal basis. You are therefore responsible 
for them until you return them to the staff. 

Do not ask for more material than you can reasonably use in one ses- 
sion. Never take library materials out of the library. Do not leave books 
unattended for long periods. Do not swap books with friends. Do not re- 
turn books for your friends. Because of damage risk in the library eating 
and drinking are not allowed. Do not use bottles of ink. Take great care 
when using marker pens. Out of consideration for other readers, do not 
make noise in the Reading Rooms. 

Maps, music, materials in the Special Collections and items housed in 
other buildings can only be fetched during the day. (The Scottish Science 
Library opens on Wednesday evenings.) 

Smoking is not permitted in any part of the library. 

Details of Family History Research in the National Library will con- 
tinue in the next issue.

denote occupations 

The Clan Galbraith Associa- 
tion of North America’s publi- 
cation, The RedTower explains 
some of the emblems of mer- 
chant and trade guilds of Stir- 
ling, Scotland centuries ago. 

The Guildhall across from 
the Holy Rude church in Stir- 
ling. The Guildhall was once 
an almshouse and hospital for 
the elderly members of the 
Guild of Merchants. Some of 
the emblems of the local Trade 
Guilds found today on tombs- 
toncs include a com sheaf and 
crossed oven shovels signify- 
ing a baker; a pair of scissors 
and an iron signifying a tailor; 
a cleaver and knife denote a 
butcher; a spool of thread and a 
shuttle means a weaver; a 
hammer and a crown denotes ‘a 
wright or hammerman; a glove 
and shears means a skinner; 
and shocmakcrs uscd an awl, a 
last and a crown. The reversed 
figure “4” was the symbol of 
the Merchants of Stirling.

AGE Search 

A small branch of the Bureau 
of the Census called AGE 
Search will, for $25, search any 
two census records, 
1930-1990, for your name or 
for that of a direct ancestor for 
whom you can provide proof of 
death. The search is limited to 
the person for whom you are 
requesting information, but 
you may ask for other members 
of the family to be included for 
$2 for each additional person. 
You can also request a full line 
of information for an additional 
$6. For the basic fee, the Cen- 
sus Bureau, if successful, will 
send you an official document 
giving you the person’s name, 
age, place of birth, citizenship 
and the name of relationship to 
the head of household. Form 
BC-600, which is necessary to 
request a search, may be ob- 
tained at your local Social Sec- 
urity office or by writing Bu- 
reau of the Census, “Age 
Search”, PO Box 1545, Jeffer- 
sonville, IN 47131. In the 
place on the form requesting 
the purpose of the search, fam- 
ily researchers should indicate 
“Genealogical. Research.”

It is the central 
agency entrusted with the 
responsibility for the custody and 
preservation of all public records 
which are not in current use.

The Archives is open Monday through 
Saturday. On weekdays the hours are 
from 8 A.M. to 4:30 P.M. On Saturday 
it is open from 9:30 to 3:30. 


Until 1965 Rhodes Hall served as the 
home for the Georgia Archives. Since 
that time this central depository for 


the state is located in Atlanta at 330 © 


Capitol Avenue, S.E., about two 
blocks from the Georgia Capitol. It is 
aseventeen story building.

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The origin of the modern Union flag of Great Britain took years to complete 
and much imagination to see that the peoples of Scotland and Ireland 
felt part of the nation. The flag makers did this by...

between Scotland and England in that it combined 
both crosses. 
date of the legislative union with Ireland, except 
during the English Civil War. 


After 1800, the need was to incorporate the cross 
of St. Patrick (diagonal, red on white) with the 
existing union flag. 

To combine the three crosses (St. nmin: St. 
George and St. Patrick) without losing their 
identity was no easy task. Each had to be distinct 
and each had to retain the fimbriation, or bordering, 
which denoted the original ground. 


The flag of a nation is a symbol of the hope, 
dreams and aspirations of its citizens. Flags also 
represent the history of a nation, where it has been 
and where it hopes to go. 

While attending Scottish games, many flags are 
seen that hold a piece of our past and our history. 

The most common flag on the field at a Highland 
Games is the national flag of Scotland, most often

called the St. Andrew’s Cross flag. It is comprised 
of a white diagonal cross, known as a saltire, on a 
blue background. 

This flag represents the way of death of Saint 
Andrew, the patron saint of Scotland who, 
according to legend, was crucified in 69 A.D. ona 
diagonal cross and buried in Greece. Three 
hundred years later, also according to legend, a 
monk named Regulus, upon hearing that Andrew’s 
remains were to be moved to Constantinople, 
escaped to sea with portions of the saint’s body. 

Legend holds that after a stormy voyage of some 
duration, Regulus was wrecked upon a rocky coast. 
A church and a town were founded at the site of the 
wreck to house the relics of the saint. This town 
exists today as the university town of St. Andrews, 
Scotland. 

Angus, son of Fergus, king of the Picts, adopted 
Saint Andrew as his patron saint in 736 A.D. 
However, the first record of the St. Andrew’s Cross 
as being the national emblem of Scotland dates to 
only the 13th century. 


Cross of St. Patrick flag 


In the first Union Flag, the red cross of St. 
George with the white fimbriation that represented 
the original white field was simply imposed upon 
the white saltire of St. Andrew with its blue field. 
However, to place the red saltire of St. Patrick on 
the white saltire of St. Andrew would have been to 
obliterate the latter; nor would the red saltire- have 
its proper bordering denoting its original white 
field. 

The difficulty was resolved by making the white 
broader on one side of the red than on the other. In 
fact, the continuity of direction of the arms of the 
red St. Patrick’s saltire was broken by portions of it 
being removed from the center of the oblique 
points that form the St. Andrew’s saltire. 

Thus the Irish and the Scottish saltires can be 
distinguished easily from each other while the Irish 
(red) saltire has its proper white fimbriation.

Another common flag seen at Scottish games is 
the British flag, often called the “Union Jack”. 
There is more to this flag than meets the eye. 

England’s national flag is the Cross of Saint 
George, who is the patron saint of England. This 
flag is a red cross on a field of white. Like the 
Scottish flag of Saint Andrew, the Cross of Saint 
George has officially been in use since the 13th 
century. 

When the thrones of England and Scotland were 
united under James I of England (James IV of 
Scotland), a new flag representing the “United 
Kingdom” was required. In 1606, a royal

A point here. The term “Union Jack” is 
technically only applicable to a union flag on a ship 
since the “jack” is the prow of a boat. On the field, 
the appropriate title is the “Union Flag.”

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Unusual 
Tombstones 


Clyde A. Chamberlin,

While Dawn and Clyde 
Chamberlin were in a gravey- 
ard doing family research, 
Clyde was wandering around 
admiring tombstones. After 
spotting one that was rather un- 
usual, he photographed it. This 
happened again several times 
ina very short time and created 
an entirely new hobby for both 
Clyde and Dawn. 

You may drive or walk 
through five or six cemeteries 
without seeing anything un- 
usual, but then may discover 
several unusual tombstones in 
one graveyard. 

We always carry at least one 
camera, with fast color print 
film in it. Kodak ASA 400 
works best for us, especially if 
the lighting isn’t very good, it’s 
late in the afternoon, or it the 
stone is in the shadows of a tree 
or bush. You can get slides or 
black and white prints made 
from the negatives for other 
uses. Carrying a tripod is op- 
tional; the film speed will com- 
pensate for any camera move- 
ment. Have an umbrella handy 
for photos during a rainstorm 
or to provide shade for the 
camera lens. 

While we are traveling, we 
have Permanent Addresses 
with us. This is book which 
lists burial locations of many 
famous (or infamous) Ameri- 
cans. Movie stars, politicians, 
writers, poets, etc., are listed by 
occupation, pertinent informa- 
tion and then the location of 
burial. This book has proven to 
be very beneficial. 

Our programs have been 
presented to organizations such 
as Kiwanis, Rotary, DAR, se- 
nior citizens church groups and 
many others. Halloween 1993 
our Channel 6 television sta- 
tion in Lansing, Michigan did a 
feature on our graveyard 
hobby. 

Some of the slides show 


tombstones or monuments that 
exhibit love, hatred, lavishness, 
poverty, compassion, legends, 
Voodooism, occupations and 
even humor. In St. Clairsville, 
Ohio, we found a monument 
reading, “Elizabeth Piggott, 
Daughter of Nathan Piggot and 
wife.” One can only imagine 
the stress in that family. 

It is rather unusual in the US, 
but fairly common in European 
countries to find a woman’s 
maiden name on a monument. 
Several of our slides show mo- 
numents with an entire family 
tree or genealogy: inscribed. 


Unfortunately, I was not able to ~ 


find anything like this while re- 
searching any of my own 58 
family lines. 

Monuments with photos en- 
graved by either an etching 
tool, laser beam or sandblasting 
are becoming common. Many 
cemeteries in the Tarpon 
Springs, Florida area have 
photos behind a small plastic or 
glass holder. 

One family in the Barre, 
Vermont area were well known 
for reading in bed every even- 
ing. This went on for years and 
years; to the extent that after 
they passed away, their monu- 
ment was a bed with two peo- 
ple sitting in it, reading. 

You never know what’s just 
around the next curve in a 
cemetery. It’s best to always 
have a camera handy!

On adoption/adoptee genealogy...

Disease and genetically linked studies seem to have brought ab- 
out a concerted effort for adopted children to search more dili- 
gently for their birth mother. There are also many birth parents 
(mothers and fathers) who are seeking to find children who were 
given for adoption. Neither wish to cause embarrassment or trou- 
ble. Love is the driving force which causes the searcher to keep 
searching for their loved one...just to know that they are alive and 
well. On the other hand, in this age of many unusual diseases, 
some searches are driven by need of medical history. 

Often the adopted child will find that their natural parents are no 
longer alive. They may find siblings or other family members who 
can give them the sense of identity that some may have felt was 
missing from their lives. 

It is a process of going from the known facts and working tow- 
ard the unknown. Some searchers know a few names or places, 
while. some people are starting with nothing. 

You might try talking to older relatives, attorneys, physi- 
cians...consult telephone books and city directories. The hospital 
where the birth took place could be a starting point. 

Tracing birth parents and adopted children is usually not an easy 
task, but it can be more difficult when adoptions were handled 








through private attorneys and physicians or other means rather 
than through children’s homes or adoption agencies which usually 
maintain good records. 

Another challenge lies in the fact that adoption laws and open- 
ness of records may vary from state to state. In this day of compu- 
ters, it seems unfair that with the knowledge of a social security 
number, all our personal records are readily available to anyone 
with computer access knowledge. Birthright information in most 
cases is not obtainable. This seems unconstitutional to those 
searching. 

If you are one who is searching, don’t give up - one day you will 
find that which you seek. There are many sources now available to 
assist in the search.

New German postal codes 

On July 1, 1993, the new 
German postal codes took ef- 
fect.

Evans was sent a notice from 
the High Council of Chiefs of 
Clan Donald saying, “...is 
unanimous in the decision not 
to recognize your establish- 
ment of a Clann Iain Mhoir As- 
sociation as any part of the 
world-wide family of Clan Do- 
nald.” This was signed by 
Lord MacDonald of MacDo- 
nald and Clan Chiefs Clanra- 
nald, Dunluce, Glengary and 
Sleat. These are the recognized 
Chiefs at this time. (Ardna- 
murchan, Glencoe and Kep- 
poch are presently vacant.) 


Captain Evans then resigned 
all his associations with all 
Clan Donald Societies. He has 
recruited some Clan Donald 
members in the United states. 
Clan Donald, USA High Com- 
missioner Col. Jack E. McDo- 
nald has sent a notice to those 
who hold office for the Evans 
group that they cannot hold of- 
fice in Clan Donald.

SAMS defines “Quaich” 

The Scottish-American Mil- 
itary Society, Ltd., Pacific 
Northwest Region (Washing- 
ton, Oregon) newsletter The 
Thistle & Claymore recently 
gave a very good definition of a 
“quaich”.

A more romantic 
quaich has a double glass bot- 
tom in which was kept a lock of 
hair so that the owner could 
drink to his lady love.

Pieces of South Carolina his- 
tory are coming home to the 
Palmetto State. The South Car- 
olina Department of Archives 
and History has reached a sig- 
nificant agreement with the 
Genealogical Society of Utah, 
a branch of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints.

more accessible throughout the 
world.” 

The agreement enables 
South Carolina to obtain copies 
of South Carolina-related do- 
cuments in the Utah collection. 
To start, the department will 
acquire an important set of his- 
torical federal records: copies 
of World War I draft registra- 
tion cards. These registration 
files hold family information, 
occupation and health statistics 
on South Carolina’s draft-age 
men between June 1917 and 
September 1918. Eventually, 
the federal government re- 
quired all men born between 
1873 and 1918 to register. In 
addition, the South Carolina 
Archives will replace damaged 
rolls of microfilmed records 
with intact copies from the 
Utah collection. 


The exchange allows the Ge- 
~nealogical Society of Utah to 
tap into South Carolina’s rich 
holdings of local records. “We 


are pleased to join in the an- 
nouncement of this agreement 
with the South Carolina De- 
partment of Archives and His- 
tory,” said Thomas E. Daniels, 
spokesperson for the Genea- 
logical Society of Utah. “This 
unique agreement will be mu- 
tually beneficial to these orga- 
nizations and the various publ- 
ics they serve.”

Only one 
side of the paper was smooth 
enough to write on (remember 
those quill pens and sometimes 
lumpy ink), so letters started at 
the very top of a page; when 
full, the paper was turned up- 
side down and continued writ- 
ing between the lines already 
written. It required keen vision 
to read and understand every- 
thing that was crowded into a 
letter.

Why old books 
last longer... 


Mass marketing for books 
and newspaper was truly made 
possible by the discovery that 


| paper could be made from 


wood. Unlike parchment and 
vellum or rag-based papers, 
paper made from wood pulp 
has a limited life. Modern 
books are deteriorating rapidly 
because they are almost all 
made from wood pulp paper. 

Wood pulp papers contain 
chemicals that include acids 
from the bleaching process. 
For archivists and librarians it 
is a disaster. Potentially, all the 
books that have been published 
since 1850 could be self 
destructing. 

Paper of older books pub- 
lished since 1475 when modern 
printing began can be in much 
better condition than some- 
thing printed only 40 years ago. 

So far, there is not an inex- 
pensive and practical way to 
treat vast quantities of books.

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Civil War Soldiers System needs volunteers 


Each year, millions of peo- 
ple visit the Civil War parks, 
battlefields, monuments. and 
cemeteries administered by the 
National Park Service (NPS). 
Visitors often wonder if their 
ancestors fought or died at the 
sites they are visiting. That in- 
formation exists, but getting it 
usually requires hours of re- 
search or a written request to 
the National Archives. The 
National Park Service, in coop- 
eration with other interested or- 
ganizations, is developing a Ci- 
vil War Soldiers System, which 
will be available to visitors at 
most of the Park Service’s Ci- 
vil War sites by 1995-1996. 
The system will provide an- 
swers to some of their ques- 
tions and will refer them to 
other sources for additional 
information. 

The system will include a 
computerized database con- 
taining very basic facts about 
soldiers who service on both 
sides during the Civil War; a

An ancient surname, Guerra, is found is Castilla, Galicia and 
Burgos. The original form of the name was de la Guerra. The ori- 
gin is Castallian and had its beginning in the mountains of Santan- 
der. It is derived from the German-Frankish word, “werra” 
meaning war, hostility, profession of arms. It was used as an iden- 
tifier for one active in military operations. One branch went to the 
Canary Islands and from the islands to Cuba - and from Cuba to 
the rest of the Americas. 

In 1620, Antonio Guerra Canamar entered Mexico, assigned by 
the Spanish government to serve as the Royal Notary to the Vice 
Regal Court in Mexico City. He served in that capacity for many 
years. Among the children bom to him and his wife, Luisa Fernan- 
dez de Rio Frio, was his son, Ignacio Guerra, who distinguished 
himself through service to the government. 

Ignacio Guerra was born in Mexico City about 1636. As a sol- 
dier, he participated in many expeditions, entering Nueva Reino de 
Leon in 1659. In his early career, Ignacio served as Captain of the 
presido la villa de Cerralvo. On numerous occasions, he served on 
the Monterrey City Council. In 1671, he was Alcalde mayor, 
served as a notary for many years and eventually rose to Chief 
Justice. 

Raul J. Guerra, Jr., a Huntington Beach, California resident is a 
direct descendant of Ignacio Guerra. Ignacio enjoying a long life, 
married twice, fathering 8 children with each wife. Mr. Guerra 
found in doing his family research, that he descended from 5 of the 
16 children. His direct line is through Christobal Guerra- 
Canamar, a son of Ignacio, born in 1677. Christobal married Nico- 
lasa Baez Trevino, daughter of General Francisco Baez de Tre- 
vino, who was Governor of Nuevo Leon. 

Christobal and Nicolasa’s son, Joseph Ramon, was one of the 
founders of Mier, entering in 1750 into the lower Rio Grande val- 
ley with the Escandon expedition. The portion of land that Jose 
Ramon received was on both sides of the Rio Grande. Although 
control of the area changed hands from Spanish rule to Mexican 
government and then United States acquisition, descendants of 
Joseph Ramon Guerra have maintained ownership and continuous

Mr. Guerra’s ancestors, up to and including his grandparents 
and parents engaged in ranching, raising cattle and crops. It was 
the way of life in Nuevo Santander. Records reveal that Mier in 
1757 had a population of a scant 274 inhabitants, but counted 
44,015 head of livestock, cattle and sheep. 

“There have been 12 generations of Guerras in the New World. 
My ancestors persevered. They lived long prosperous years, even 
though the environment was harsh,” Mr. Guerra noted. “Through 
the centuries and in all cases there seemed to be a respect for 
education.” 

Mr. Guerra’s grandparents, Enrique Guerra and Fidela Clarke 
married in Rio Grande City, Texas, December 4, 1909. Parents, 
Raul (Senior) Guerra and Beatrice Champion married in McAllen, 
Texas, November 29, 1939. 

Raul Guerra, on of 5 children, was born in McAllen, Texas on 
August 26, 1940. He served in the USAF and married his 
American-born wife while serving in Germany. They have 2 girls 
and a boy. The oldest daughter has just graduated from the Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley with a degree in English 
literature. 

Prior to entering the service, Raul attended Texas A & M, re- 
ceiving a bachelors degree in mathematics. Retiring from the Air 
Force in 1983 with the rank of Major, Mr. Guerra is currently a 
safety engineer on the McDonald Douglas space station project.

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There are several places to start Russian-Jewish research however. One source is Russian address directories which advertise professions 
such as manufacturing, retail business, medical or legal employment - professions many Jews were forced into by Tsarist Russia. 

To aid in this search, consult “All Russia” published from 1895 to 1913, which contains alphabetical listings localizing the search to certain 
cities and counties. There were also local directories such as “All Vilna”, “All Petersburg” (published until 1935), and “All Odessa”. Tele- 
phone directories are another ‘useful source. 

Russian-Jewish periodicals are another source for personal data. They contain business and medical advertisements, court papers, voters 
lists and thousands of Jewish names, Chayesh says this is time consuming but very rewarding. 

Documents from government archives are hard to come by because of bureaucratic red tape and restrictions to access of Jewish records at 
various times in history due to many anti-Semitic reasons. Most amateur genealogists are not allowed access to documents because they need 
special permission which is almost impossible to come by; until recently, only the KGB was interested in Jewish genealogy. Birth, marriage 
and death records do exist, but the genealogist must know the Soviet groupings of these records (fonds) and understand the Russian legal sys- 
tem as well as various types of documentation. Shem Tov, June 1993 describes Chayesh’s compilation of an alphabetical list of more than 
4,000 names of synagogue officials in Russia between 1853 and 1855. He retrieved it not from the original records, but from microfilm which 
had to be read on old, poorly conditioned readers. (Miriam Wiener has mentioned to me on other occasions that equipment in libraries and arc- 
hives in the former Soviet Union is antique and most often unusable, making copies of materials virtually impossible.) 

Chayesh says that he thinks research can be helped by the formation of a Russian-Jewish Genealogical Society which can do general extrac- 
tion work of Jewish records for the good of Jewish genealogists worldwide looking for ancestors in Russia. He says the chances for this type 
of research are better than they have been in 75 years.

Patricia Eames is the coordinator of RAGAS (Russian-American Archival Service). She was the speaker at the Jewish Genealogical Society 
of New York and her talk was summarized in their newsletter, DOROT, Fall 1993, Volume 15, Number 1. 

Eames reviewed the history of the evolution of RAGAS, procedures that are followed when a request for genealogical information is re- 
ceived (they rely heavily on modem and e-mail communications), and provided statistics about requests (367 received, 182 of them Jewish, 
and 31 out of 46 replies have been positive).

Bluebells of Scotland? 


Barbara Garvey Jackson of 
235 Baxter Lane, Fayetteville, 
AR 72701 is preparing an entry 
on Dorothea Jordan (Bland) for 
an anthology of music by wo- 
men composers. Her song, The 
Bluebells of Scotland in its or- 
iginal 1800 printing (date of 
composition of the song ap- 
pears to between 1893-1800) is 
to be included. Mrs. Jackson 
would like to include informa- 
tion to explain references in the 
text as well as the information 
on the composer herself - and 
the musical aspects of the song. 

Mrs. Jackson would like to 
know what the reference “He 
dwelt in merry Scotland at the 
sign of the Blue bell” actually 
means. Most subsequent ver- 
sions of the song make the title 
plural “The Blue bells (or 
bluebells) of Scotland”. which, 
of course, appears to refer to 
the harebell (Campanula rotun- 
difolia, or the Scottish

bluebell). The song reference 
sounds like an inn sign, with 
either the flower, or perhaps 
even a blue bell on its 
signboard. 

Does anyone know about the 
origin of the Scottish symbol of 
the bluebell, about any refer- 
ence to a specific place which 
“the sign of the Blue bell” 
might mean, and about whether 
blue bell (either meaning!) is 
associated with any particular 
clan or group?

Three waves of emigration 
from Scotland took hundreds 
of thousands of Scots to the 
four corners of the world. 
Today, some 20 million 
Americans, Canadians, 
Australians and New 
Zealanders can claim Scottish 
heritage. 

The first wave was prompted 
by increasing population, slow 
economic growth and resultant 
lack of jobs. Some 100,000 
Scots enlisted in the foreign 
armies of Russia, Poland, 
France, Germany, Denmark, 
Netherlands and Sweden in the 
17th century. Others 
indentured themselves in the 
American colonies or were sent 
to the new world as indentured 
servants in lieu of serving 
prison sentences. Some Scots 
began King James colony in 
Nova Scotia while an 
additional 50,000 moved 
across the channel from 
Scotland to Ulster. 

High rents and low wages in 
Scotland started the second 
wave of emigrants in the 18th 
century, after the Rebellion of 
1745 bi the becuning of

American War for 
Independence in 1776. Nova 
Scotia attracted many Scots, as 
did the Appalachian regions of 
the eastern seaboard (Virginia, 
the Carolinas and Georgia) 
where land was plentiful and 
cheap. This wave included 
some 20,000 Scots-Irish from 
Ulster as well as more 
prisoners sent as indentured 
servants. 

The third wave of 
emigration from Scotland was 
by far the largest and most 
compelling. It was caused by 
the “Highland Clearances” 
(from 1782 to 1820 and 1840 to 
1854) which nearly decimated 
Scotland. | Overpopulation, 
famine, unprofitable estates 
and the potato blight forced 
most lairds to evict their 
tenants and give the land to 
foreign farmers for grazing 
sheep. The homeless 


Highlanders emigrated in 


droves to Australia, New 
Zealand, Canada and America 
during those years. More than 
700,000 Scottish immigrants 
entered America between 1820 
and 1930.

about their past histories be- 
cause many of the Jewish com- 
munities were exterminated in 
WWII and the large immigra- 
tion of Jewish families in the 
past few years has lessened the 
population of those interested 
in the past. Since 1949, jobs 
became dependent on “correct” 
answers to university and job 
applications about whether one 
had relatives living abroad and 
whether or not they had been 
victims of discrimination. Ir 
order to protect their children, 
families ceased to talk about re- 
latives and they suppressed 
much of the genealogical mem- 
ory of the population. The loss 
is irretrievable. 

There are several places to 
Start Russian-Jewish research, 
however. One source is Rus- 
sian address directories which 
advertise professions such as 
manufacturing, retail business, 
medical or legal employment - 
professions many Jews were 
forced into by Tsarist Russia.

The Museum of Southern 
History was established in 
1975 by the Kirby Smith Camp 
No. 1209, Sons of Confederate 
Veterans. For seven years, arti- 
facts and memorabilia were 
collected and stored in the 
homes of board members. In

The 75-year old princess, 
who has lived in Paris for the 
past 50 years, denies that the 
Dracula of Bram Stoker and the 
Dracula who was her ancestor 
have anything to do with one 
another. “To begin with, he 
was a prince, not a count,” de- 
clares the princess, “and is re- 
vered today as a Romanian na- 
tional hero...” 

Prince Vlad Tepez Bassar- 
aba lived in the 15th century 
between the Danube and the 
Carpathians, where he proved 
his mettle in battle with the in- 
vading Turks - bloody battles 
which he usually crowned with 
the impaling of his prisoners, 
hence his surname Tepez, the 
Impaler. The name Dracula 
has a much more conventional 
source. Prince Vlad’s father 
was a member of the Luxem- 
burgian Order of the Dragon, 


“Dracul” in Romanian. Thus, 
Prince Vlad was known as the 
“son of the Dragon”. The 
name has continued down to 
‘this day. The current holder of 
the title Prince Dracula is a 
German living in Berlin, who 
was adopted for lack of a male 
heir.

Where windows overlooked 
a brewery and a rubber mill, a 
tenement at 176 Fountain- 
bridge, Edinburgh, Scotland 
became home to Thomas Con- 
nery after his birth on August

thin walls, a bathroom down 
the hall to share with 12 other 
families, and his own long bot- 
tom drawer for his bed were the

ter used, and free coarse car- 
bolic soap the size of a domino, 
was the weekly family ritual. 
The streets were his training 
ground and a plot of wasteland 
was where football was tena- 
ciously played with tightly 
screwed-up newspaper. 

Tommy Connery worked out 
on the streets delivering milk 
seven days a week at the age of 
8. At night, he helped in a 
butcher shop, giving his mother 
every penny of his earnings. 

No great scholar, his best 
subject was English.~ He left 
school just before he was 14 to 
work delivering milk from 5:30 
AM until 3:00 PM and then, in 
the evening, delivering 
newspapers. 

He joined the Royal Navy at 
17 and acquired his tattoos - 
expressing his dearest loyalties 
- “Scotland Forever” and

ome DY. J.C. Little, Dumfries, Scotland samen 


others came into England as 
Huguenot refugees from 
Flanders in the late 16th and 
17th centuries, bearing the 
surname LeTal or LeTalle, a 
surname which changed over a 
few generations in England to 
Letal and finally to Little. 

Although many Borderers, 
Littles included, fled or were 
banished to the Ulster 
Plantations during James VI 
and I’s ruthless Pacification of 
the Border, there were Littles 
there already - the Beggans of 
County Monaghan who had 
anglicized their Erse surname 
to Little. It will be appreciated 
then that possession of the 
surname “Little” is no 
guarantee of descent from the 
ancient Border Clan Little;

that.

Flag ‘have been disputed, but most 
authorities agree that it was 
published in New Orleans in 1861. 

Harry McCarthy, an Irish-bom 


actor, who was known as The 
Arkansas Comedian, claimed to 
have composed and arranged Ihe 
Bonnie Blue Flag, dedicated to 
Albert Pike, the poet lawyer of 
Arkansas. 

First sung in New Orleans before 
a mixed audience of Texans and 
Louisianians, it was received an 
outburst of approval that was nearly 
riotous. Thereafter, The Bonnie 
Blue Flag spread across the 
Confederacy and into the hearts of 
the people. 


Bi Bike 


Although the Confederate 
government did not adopt it, the 
Confederate people did. Lone star 
flags were adopted in one form or 
another in five of the southern statcs 
which adopted new flags in 1861, 
including Florida, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, North Carolina and 
Texas. The Bonnie Blue Flag was 
the second most popular song in the 
Confederacy, the first being Dixie 
and the third Maryland, My 
Maryland. 

The color of the bonnie blue flag 
is subject to various interpretations. 
Some experts and others incline to a 
dark blue. Others consider a light 
blue to be correct. Margaret

Color Guards... 





During the American Civil 


War, both northern and Con- 
federate units assembled Col- 
our Guards to protect both their 
battle flag and unit colours. In 
keeping with British tradition, 
those were the only flags car- 
ried on to the battlefield. The 
Colour Sergeant, who carried 
the battle flag (National en- 
sign), was not only responsible 
for maintaining good order and 
discipline in the ranks, but was 
charged with the awesome re- 
sponsibility of protecting both 
standards from capture by the 
enemy. 

Accompanying the two stan- 
dard bearers were anywhere 
from six to fourteen “guar 
(thus came the term Colour 
Guard) who had their rifles 
loaded. and their bayonets 
fixed, but were under no cir- 
cumstances to shoulder their 
weapons and fire at the enemy, 
except only if the safety and in- 
tegrity of the colours them- 
selves were in jeopardy. 

During the Battle of Fred- 
ricksburg, 13 December 1862, 
the 69th New York Infantry, 
also known as the Irish Bri- 
gade, under General 
McDowell, sustained heavy ca- 
sualties during the frontal as- 
sault on the “Bunken Road” at 
the base of Marye’s Heights. 
After the battle, the 69th’s 
battle ensign (American flag) 
and its Colour Sergeant were 
nowhere to be found. Fearing 
that the Colours had been cap- 
tured by General Lee’s forces, 
a search was begun. Eventu- 
ally, the Colour Sergeant was 
found, shot dead, propped up at 
the foot of a Sweetgum tree. 
When his comrades moved his 
body, the flap of his frock coat 
fell open, revealing the battle 
flag stuffed secure and safe 
against the brave soldier’s 
chest.

4. Do not stop to retrieve belongings from the Cloakroom. 
5. Move away from the entrance to allow access by emergency services. 
6. Do not attempt to come into the library again until you are invited to do

International Genealogy Index (IGI): The IGI contains records 
gleaned from old parish records, providing details of births and marriages. 

It is arranged by county and then alphabetically by name. 

Old Parochial Records (OPR): These contain similar information to 
the IGI, but only cover Church of Scotland parishes. Records are split into 
TWO sequences, births and marriages and are arranged by county and

German polygamy 

The Eastern Nebraska Ge- 
nealogical Society, Roots & 
Leaves, published an article ab- 
out the period following the 
Thirty-Years-War, 1618-1648, 
when the population of what is 
now Germany fell from 16 mil- 
lion to about 4 million people.

Probably one of the most precious treasures of the United States 
is our Constitution, yet it is also one most taken for granted. It is 
an unfortunate truth that we have forgotten and fail to realize the 
personal sacrifices of those who drafted this remarkable document 
which is envied by nations all over the world. 

The drafting of our Constitution is a remarkable story. It is a 
story of men who loved freedom for their individual states and 
who dreamed of a united republic, but who were unwilling to give 
up anything from their home state to accommodate another. 

It is a story of valiant men who put their personal fortunes on the 
line - who met May to September 1787 in the torrid head of 
Philadelphia and the heat of their own tempers.

One of the most 
heated debates was that of slavery - and had there not been a 
compromise on this matter, there never would have been a 
Constitution.

September 1787, the delegates signed the document. It is 
interesting to note that of the fifty-five men who attended the 
convention, only forty-two signed. A few were afraid of central 
government - these fought the formation of the document in the 


press, on the streets and even in the bars and taverns. 

Suffice it to say, the Constitution is the very heart of our 
Republic. Even though we claim it as our foundation, too many 
have a limited knowledge of how it came to be. The fabric from 
which it was woven and the times and people who made it happen. 

As Americans, we should become more knowledgeable of the 
precious document that states in such glowing words as “We the 
people of the United States, in order to form a more perfect union, 
establish justice and insure domestic tranquility...”

While stationed in 
Darnstadt, Germany between 
1958 and 1962, the late Irvin 
Barnwell, of Moultrie, was 
given a prayer book by his 
landlord. 

In 1985, Barnwell, retired 
from the U.S. Air Force, found 
an inscription in the Book of 
‘Common Prayer, to Louis from 
Alice. The inscription was 
dated December 2, 1860 and 
the book was printed by Barritt 
and Co., of London in 1859. 

Through subsequent 
research, Barnwell discovered 
the book was a gift to Prince 
Louis of Hesse (nephew and 
heir of the Grand Duke of 
Hesse and By Rhine) from his 
fiancee Princess Alice, the 
second daughter of Queen 
Victoria of England. The two 
became engaged on November 
30, 1859.

This September, Barnwell’s 
brother, Jerrell, also of 
Moultrie, mailed the book to 
the British Embassy in 
Washington, D.C. The book 
will be sent by a diplomatic 
courier to Queen Elizabeth at 
Buckingham Palace in London. 

Jerrell Barnwell said his 
brother began contacting 
English officials in 1985, 
hoping to learn if the book had 
any monetary or historical 
value. 

After his brother’s death, 
Jerrell said he planned to 
donate the book to the Odom 
Library in memory of his 
brother. Eventually, he 
decided to return the prayer 
book to the family of Alice and 
Louis, if a way could be found 
to do so. Beth Gay of the 
Odom Library made 
arrangements with the British 
Embassy in Washington for the 
return of the book. 


Prince Louis was from 
Darmstadt, Germany, the city 


' where the book was found. 


The couple married July 1, 
1862, at Osborne House, Isle of 
Wright. They moved to 


- Darmstadt where Prince Louis 


succeeded his uncle as Grand 
Duke in 1877. 

The prayer book is 
mentioned in Alice’s 
biography, written by Gerard 
Noel in 1974. 

The book was inscribed in 
old German script.

Henry Crawford Tucker died 
on his farm near Funston in 
1885. He had, in his lifetime, 
been: a pioneer settler in west 
Florida who signed the corner- 
stone for the capitol building in 
Tallahassee; he was a success- 
ful farmer; one of the signers of 
the Order of Secession at the 
outset of the War Between the 
States; was captain in the Geor- 
gia Militia; was the founding 
Elder of Primitive Baptist 
Churches all over the area; and 
had married three times and 
fathered 32 children. 

His death, so the story goes, 
was due to being thrown from a 
mule frightened by lightning. 


He is buried at the old 
cemetery at the Bridge Creek 
Primitive Baptist Church in 
Colquitt County - one of the 
churches he helped form. 

Sadly, the only embellish- 
ment and marking of his grave 
site has been a concrete slab 
with his name written in the 
soft material. Time and the ele- 
ments have all but erased the 
writing. 

Now, his descendants wish 
to permanently mark the grave 
of Henry Crawford Tucker 
with a monument and slab ap- 
propriate to this founding 
father - in the truest sense of 
the word. 

Ronald Tucker, Blanche 
Smith and Mel Gay - all of 
Moultrie and all descendants of 
the late Elder Tucker, will 


work to raise the necessary 
funds for the marking of the 


| grave site. 


Anyone who is a descendant

Bluestem Root Diggers, of 


the Greenwood County, (KS)- 


Genealogical Society pub- 
lished the tale of the 1852 emi- 
grant wagon trains recently. 

On 12 May 1841, the first 
emigrant wagon train to set out 
for the Pacific left present day 
Johnson County, KS, begin- 
ning the 2000 mile journey 
west on the Oregon Trail. By 
1852, following the onset of 
the Morman emigration in 
1847 and the California gold 
rush in 1849, the well traveled 
route was the scene of an an- 
nual California-Oregon-Utah 
migration west. 

To cross the Cascades and 
Sierra before the snow, the sea- 
sonal exodus of wagon trains 
began as soon as the prairies 
were green, starting in May and 
continuing through the early 
part of June. Statistics from the 
Fort Kearney post record in 
1852 noted 7,516 wagons, 
18,656 men, 4,370 women, 
5,600 children, 7,783 horse,

3,983 mules, 74,780 cattle and 
23,980 sheep headed out on the 
Oregon Trail traveling on the 
south bank of the Platte River 
past Fort Kearney and an esti- 
mated equal number on the 
north bank. 

Trips could be good or bad, 
depending on the weather. 
Confrontations with Indians on 
the trail were not a major prob- 
lem for the well-armed travel- 
ers as there was little warfare 
between the two groups during 
this period. The greatest dan- 
ger was the cholera epidemics, 
bringing death by violent dehy- 


_ dration to many members of 


the wagon trains. 

One hundred miles west of 
Fort Kearney on June 1, 1852, 
Seth N. Doty, a traveler on the 
trail, wrote: “The train is esti- 
mated to be 700 miles long, 
composed of all kinds of peo- 
ple from all parts of the United 


States, and some of the rest of - 


mankind, with lots of horses, 
mules, oxen, cows, steers and

All throughout Navarra, Spain, many illustrious families have car- 
ried the Agramonte surname. 

In 1424, Antonio Agramunt arrived from Foix, France and be- 
came a feudal lord in the area surrounding the village of Castellbo. 
His descendant, also named Antonio, married Juana Maria Mestre 
on 28 May 1685 in the parish church of Castellbo. 

By an order of the Vicario General de.la Diocesis de Urgel dated 
15 December 1700, it was mandated that prior to every religious 


_ceremony celebrated in the parish church of Castellbo, the Lady of 


the House of Gramunt had the privilege and honor of making the 
first offering. 

The earliest settler in the Americas to have this surname was 
Juan de Agramonte, who in 1538 arrived on the island of Cuba 
with his wife Ana de Astorga. They were both native of Lerga in 
Navarra, Spain. He returned to Spain in 1550, but within two 
years, was back in Cuba. 

This couple gave rise to a very prolific and numerous family 
who inhabited the eastern portion of the island in what were, prior 
to 1959, the provinces of Camaguey and Oriente. One of their de- 
scendants was Jacinto Agramonte Zayas-Bazan, who married on 
28 August 1739 in the Cathedral of Puerto Principe (later Cama- 
guey) to Maria Micaela Miranda Vergara.

Counting each generation 
back, double the child’s num- 
ber. Your father (#2) is the 
child of your grandfather (#4), 
and your grandfather is the 
child of #8, etc. To find the 
wife of each male generation 
add one to his number. Simi- 
larly, to find the father of-your 
mother (#3) double her number 
to #6. 

Males always appear as even 
numbers and females will al- 
ways be odd numbers.

Monumental Inscriptions: These record information inscribed on 
pre-1855 gravestones in various parts of Scotland and are produced by the 
Scottish Genealogy Society. They do not cover the whole of Scotland, 
and only record surviving, legible inscriptions of those rich enough to 
afford a gravestone.*** 

*** Special author’s note: One summer in the early 1960s, while I was 
editor and publisher of The Highlander Magazine, 1 toured Scotland 
studying and photographing ancient headstones. I reported this study in 
great detail as an aid to future family researchers. If interests warrants, I 
shall reproduce this article. 

Directories/Lists: The library has a wide range of directories and lists 
which can help establish the existence of an ancestor at a specific address, 
clarify their position within a profession, or confirm some details which 
will help broaden the researcher’s knowledge. 

Trade & Street Directories: These cover many parts of Scotland from 
the 19th century onwards. 

Professional Directories: Such as Fasti Ecclesiae Scoticanae, which 
lists ministers of the Church of Scotland from the Reformation to 1975, or 
J. Foster’s Members of Parliament, Scotland 1357-1882. 

Army & Navy Lists: These provide details of commissioned and 
non-commissioned officers from the mid-17th century, including the 
Muster Roll of the 1745 Jacobite Army. 

Matriculation & Graduation Rolls: Provides details about students 
at Scotland’s older universities. 

Emigrant Lists: Scotland’s long history of emigration is recorded in 
several publications listing emigrants to the New World and beyond. 

Family Histories and Individual Biographies: The library holds 
several hundred books about particular families, which may provide a 
useful overview of your family’s place in Scottish history. If an 
antecedent was a person of note the library may have a specific biography 
giving fuller details. 

Local History Material: The library holds publications detailing the 
history of many parts of Scotland. Publications, such as the 1790s 


life in Scotland over the centuries. 

Maps: If a researcher wishes to know more of the area in which his 
ancestors lived he may wish to visit the Map Library located in the 
Causewayside Building, and consult its extensive collection of early and 
modem -maps. 

Certainly, by now, at least one of my readers is wondering how they 
will be able to jot down all the volumes of information about their family 
history they’ll find at the library. Don’t worry, simply jot down the page 
number and the book title and the library staff will make a duplicate copy 
for you. One page or the entire book. Applications for photographic 
orders including rapid copies may be made to staff on duty, who can 
advise on services and on copyright restrictions. The library reserves the 
right to decline to photograph certain material. 

The use of personal cameras in the library is not normally allowed; 
personal stereos and mobile phones must be left at the Cloakroom in the 
Entrance Hall. 

The duplication and copy services offered by the Library are especially 
helpful when needing map information. The staff will total the number of 
copies you wish and quote the price. If you like, because it will take 


several days to fill your order, they will mail the copies to your home 


address, thus lightening your suitcase load of items you’ll carry home 
from Scotland. These copies of ancient pages will be a constant source of 


.| enjoyment as they fatten your family research file. 


. This regulation will not apply to many of my readers however, I offer it 
as a cautionary note: No animals except guide dogs are admitted. 

Special permission must be sought for the use of personal equipment 
requiring a supply of mains electricity, or for the use of any 
battery-operated equipment with a noise level likely to disturb other users. 
The Superintendent of Reference Services has the right to refuse the use 
of such equipment. 

Common sense dictates care must be taken to avoid damage to or 
defacement of furniture. Clothing may not be placed on the tables; cases, 
umbrellas and wet coats must be left at the Cloakroom in the Entrance 
Hall. 

The services provided in the Reading Rooms are designed for those 
engaged on research or reference work using the Library’s collections.

Admission is at the discretion of the 
Board of Trustees and the privilege of admission may at any time be 
suspended by the librarian or withdrawn by the Board of Trustees. 

Anyone who wishes to be admitted as a regular reader should submit an 
application form in person to the Superintendent of Reference Services. 
Evidence of identity will be required.

University or college students of 
Honor Student level at 3rd year or more advanced level who require to 
consult material relevant to his course and not held in other Edinburgh lib- 
raries may be issued a ticket valid for one year, renewable for one further 
period of a year.

Allow one steak per person (sirloin, T-bone or filet is best), 
cutting it 1/2 to 3/4 inch thick. Season with freshly ground 
pepper and brush with melted butter on one side, then dip 
this side in flaked or porridge oats. Turn steak and repeat 
seasoning and dipping process on the other side. 

Fry in butter for 3 minutes on each side (5 minutes each 
side if you like your steak well done) turning only once. 
Sprinkle with plain or garlic salt. Turn heat low. 

Then flame steaks in malt whisky: put 1 tbsp. whisky per 
person into a small pan, heat and set the whisky alight. Pour 
flaming whisky over steaks in the pan and shake pan gently 
over heat until flames die down. Be ready to serve steaks im- 
mediately. (And be careful working with the flaming whisky!)

How the “T” came 
in Johnston 

The difference in the names 
of Johnston and Johnson, two 
of the best known of the old 
pioneer families of Selma, Ala- 
bama, occasioned considerable 
discussion a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, and was explained by 
W.B. Moore, state license of- 
ficer, who looked it up. 

The. name was. originally 
John, and the tradition that 
comes down from Scotland is 
that in 1517 there was a man in 
the community named John 
who sold coal, or as it was 
called in those days, heat or 
black stones. According to the 
report, John sold a short weight 
of 1,700 pounds to the ton, but 
defended his practice by saying 
that he was selling his ton and 
not the ton of somebody else. 
Thus his weight came to known 
as John’s ton and the two 


words finally became incorpor- . 


ated in the name of Johnston.

Thus far, I have laid a founda- 
tion of understanding on the lay- 
man’s use of the National Library. 
I assume the majority of my read- 
ers are interested in the library’s 
facilities which offer assistance in 
family research. This and future 
articles will contain this slant. 

Last time I listed and briefly dis- 
cusses some 13 broad categories 
which contain clues enabling one 
to pick up the trail of some distant 
ancestor momentarily lost. 

With this objective in mind, I 
shall discuss: The Department of 
Manuscripts, Older Printed Books

and Gaelic Books Collection. 
With a very extensive collection of 
manuscripts built up over a period 
of almost three centuries, and with 
the continuing policy of acquisi- 
tion, cataloguing and conservation, 
the Department of Manuscripts in 
the National Library of Scotland is 
one of the best equipped centers 
for research into Scottish and other 
topics, and in the exercise of its 
function it plays an important role 
in the safeguarding that part of the 
national heritage which finds its 
expression in the written record. 
The manuscripts are fully cata-

logued and indexed to give readers 
easy access to them, and the com- 
pilation of the catalog’ forms a ma- 
jor activity of the Department. Al- 
though the Department was for- 
mally established by the 
appointment of a Keeper in 1927, 
two years after the founding of the 
National Library, its predecessor, 
the Advocates’ Library, has been 
collecting manuscripts since the 
1680s. 

The collections formed by the 
Faculty of Advocates’ were, not 
surprisingly, rich in legal manu- 
scripts, but important historical 
collections were also acquired, 
such as the Balcarres Papers (16th 
century), the archives of the Dar- 
ien Company, and the papers of 
Robert Wodrow relating to the his- 
tory of the Church of Scotland. 

Literary manuscripts, such as 
those of Blind Harry’s Wallace 
and Barbour’s Bruce and the Ban- 
natyne Manuscript of early Scot- 
tish poetry, came to the Library as 
well as notable collections of 
Gaelic and Icelandic manuscripts. 
A large and distinguished collec- 
tion of western medieval manu- 
script books was also assembled 
over the years, and in the 20th cen- 











tury two great family and estate 
archives, those of the Oliphants of 
Gask and the Dundases of Dun- 
das were acquired. 

Quite often when reading some 
research text, the author will, in 
footnotes, refer to an informational 
source. There is a strong possibil- 
ity the Library will have a copy of 


it. In more recent years the De- 
partment has systematically col- 
lected archives of business firms, 
particularly those of publishing 
houses. The most notable and ex- 
tensive of these are the archives of 
William Blackwood and Sons, 
those of Oliver and Boyd and W. 
and R. Chambers, both received 
on deposit. The Department has 
an unrivaled collection of manu- 
scripts of 20th century writers. 
Manuscripts are acquired by gift, 
deposit or purchase. ; 
The acquisition of printed books 
in the Gaelic of Scotland is given a 
high priority by the National Li- 
brary. Their collection predated 
the early 1680s. A few of the out- 
standing translations of John Cal- 
vin’s Catechismus (1631), the only 
known copy of the second printed 
work in Scottish Gaelic, the Galick 
and English Vocabulary (1741) of 
Alexander Macdonald (Alasdair 
MacMhaighstir Alasdair), the first 
secular work to be printed in 
“Gaelic” and the only known copy 
of a Gaelic emigration poster pro- 
duced in Stirling in 1822, inviting 
prospective emigrants to’ Ohio.

Note: This writer has not seen 
the above poster, however, it could 
be an important clue to the depar- 
ture areas of Scots arriving in Ohio 
in the 1822s. The civic records of 
Stirling and surrounding farm 
areas could offer valuable infor- 
mation. Some of the emigration 
posters listed departure dates and 
the name of the ship. 

The Library’s holdings of 
Gaelic publications has been en- 
hanced by the addition of impor- 
tant special collections of Gaelic 
and Gaelic-related material. 
Campbell: Pre-eminent among the 
Gaelic special collections is that of 
John Francis Campbell of Islay 
(1822-85), bequeathed along with 
his collection of manuscripts. 
Campbell’s most distinguished 
achievement was his work on the 
collecting of contemporary Gaelic 
folklore in the West Highlands, 
published in his Popular Tales of 
the West Highlands (1860-2). His 
collection of 610 books is rich in 
literature, poetry (notably Os- 
sianic) and folklore, and many of 
the volumes are extensively anno- 
tated in Campbell’s own hand. 

Hew Morrison: This collection, 
strong in literary and religious 
texts, consists of 367 volumes 
selected from his personal library 
and purchased upon his death in 
1935. Morrison (1850-1935). He 
was a Sutherland man, an able 
Gaelic scholar and the first City 
Librarian of Edinburgh from 1887 
to 1922. 

Ossian: This collection of some 
327 volumes was assembled by J. 
Norman Methven of Perth and was 
presented to the Library in 1941. It 
comprises a wide range of editions 
of the Ossianic poems of James 
Macpherson, including the earliest 
appearance in print of Fragments 
of Ancient Poetry (1760).

He com- 
manded the ammunition ship 
USS Mt. Katmai during the Ko- 
rean War and retired in 1959, 
to settle in Rancho Bernardo, 
California. 

John Smith, the 55-year 
old national leader of the Labor 
Party in Scotland passed away 
following a heart attack. Many 
expected Smith to be the next 
Prime Minister. Born in Ar- 
drishaig (near Loch Fyne), he 
was known for his deeply held 
relfgious beliefs, his love of his 
native country and his commit- 
ment to egalitarianism. At the 
funeral in Edinburgh, the 23rd 
Psalm was sung in Gaelic; 
eulogists characterized Smith 
(a lawyer and historian) as al- 
ways remaining at heart both a 
Highlander and a romantic and 
that he never wanted power for 
himself but because it allowed 
him to help others. Smith was 
honoured by burial in the sac- 
red cemetery on the island of 
Iona, alongside the grave of St. 

Columba and those of ancient 
kings and chiefs.

All Family of Bruce mem- 
bers shall wear a black arm- 
band on the upper left arm 
when attending any Scottish 
function until July 31, 1995. 
All Bruce banners shall be 
“dressed” with a black ribbon 
tied to the top of the flagstaff 
for the same period of time. 
(This is the custom in marking 
the death of a Clan leader.) 


Brinley Thomas, who 
died this August past at the age 
of 88 was one of the world’s 
leading authorities on the inter- 
national. migration of popula- 
tion and capital. Despite his 
love for travel and his long so- 
journs in North America, Brin- 


Marjoribanks family 
invites membership 


The name Marjoribanks is 
traditionally associationed with 
Lady Marjorie Bruce, the 
daughter of King Robert the 
Bruce. On the occasion of 
Lady Marjorie’s marriage in 
1315 to Walter Stewart the 
King is said to have made her a 
grant of land near the village of 
Lochmaben in Dumfriesshire 
which was called, after its dis- 
tinguished owner, terre de 
Marjoriebankis. 

It was the custom of the day 
for occupants of lands to take 
their name from their property 
and those who later occupied 
the Dumfriesshire lands called 
themselves - with some slight 
changes in spelling - 
Marjoriebanks. 

After some 675 years of car- 
less diction, most people who 
bear the name now pronounce 
it“‘Marchbanks”. Many, weary 
of explaining that their name is 
not spelled the way it is pro- 
nounced, now spelll it phoneti- 
cally as Marchbanks, Mar- 
chbank or Marshbanks. Some 
have abbreviated it to

Oh, my goodness, 
for breakfast? 

Quaker Oatmeal, complete 
with the rosily benign face on 
the label we all grew up with, is 
catching on in Japan. Their 
label, however, also carries 
some cooking suggestions un- 
likely to make it to Scottish- 
American breakfast tables: 
how to prepare the venerable 
grain Japanese style, Chinese 

style and Western style. To 
make Japanese-style oatmeal, 
use a fish-broth base and add 
soy sauce or miso. A’ la Chin- 
ese, boil the oatmeal in chicken 
broth with a touch of sesame 
oil and serve with a spoonful of 
oyster sauce. And, “for a truly 
western taste, it is recom- 
mended that finely chopped 
vegetables be sauteed in butter 
and combined with slivers of 
bacon, ham or sausage and 
added to oatmeal cooked in a 
bouillon base.”

When the woman came out to 
get her brew, she found the 
drunken cow and in her anger, 
began to hit the beast. The 
cow’s bellowing brought its 
owner to the scene and the lady 
brewer demanded to be paid for 
the cow’s drink. When the 
matter was brought to court, 
the justice asked if the cow had 
been seated or standing at the 
time of partaking of the liquor. 
When the woman answered 
that she assumed the cow had 
been standing at the time, the 
judge ruled that neither the cow 
nor its owner could be charged 
for deoch an doruis - as Scott 
says, “No charge could be 
made without violating the an- 
cient hospitality of Scotland.”

In The Crofter and the Laird by John McPhee is an abbreviated 
version of the lengthy story of MacFie’s black dog. Here it is with 
thanks to the MacFie Clan Society of North America: 

In the fields below Dunevin, the clansmen once harvested grain 
with scythes. They threshed with flails. While this was going on, 
the chief was probably sitting around petting his black dog. The 
dog was a matter of discussion on the island, because no one could 
understand why the chief wanted to keep it. The dog was lazy, 
would not hunt, and ate enormous amounts of food. “Kill it,” said 
the clansmen. But, the chief said no, the day would come when he 
would be glad he had the dog. 

From this beginning springs one of the most widely known 
legends of the Hebrides. It was said that the chief had been hunt- 
ing in a remote part of the island when he came to a cottage inha- 
bited by an old man who had a litter of pups, one of which, a black 
one, was so appealing to the chief that he said, “This dog will be 
my Own.” 


The old man said, “You may have your choice of the other pups, 
but you will not get that one.” 

“I will not take any but this one,” said the chief. 

“Since you are resolved to have, you may have it,” said the old 
man. “It will do you but one day’s service, but it will do that well.” 


The dog grew to be a large, powerful, beautiful, hungry and - 
because it refused to hunt - worthless. Once, the chief arranged to 
go hunting on Jura, and he tried to take the dog, but the dog looked 
at the shore and the waiting boat and lay down and refused to 
moOve. 


“Kill it,” said the rest of the hunting party. 

The chief said, “No. The black dog’s day has not come yet.” 

A forbidding wind came up and the hunt was postponed. The 
next day, the boat was prepared again, but the dog would not go. 

“Kill it and don’t be feeding it any longer,” said the clansmen. 

“T will not kill it,” said the chief. “The black dog’s day will 
come yet.” 

The sky became violent and the expedition was postponed. 

“The dog has foreknowledge,” said the clansmen. 

“Tt has foreknowledge that its own day will come yet,” said the 
chief. 


The next day, in clear and lovely weather, the hunting party, se- 
venteen in all, got into the boat. Everyone, the chief included, i g- 
nored the black dog. Just as they were about to shove off, the dog 
ran down to the shore and leaped into the boat. “The black dog’s 
day is drawing near,” said the chief. 

That night, in a cave on Jura, the chief’s sixteen companions 
were murdered by supernatural beings who tried to attack the 
chief, too, but were driven away by the ferocious black dog. Then,

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the life of the chief was almost taken by a great arm and hand that 
reached down for him through a cleft in the ceiling in the cave. 
The black dog soared into the air and locked its jaws over the fore- 
arm of this monster and chewed it until the hand fell to the floor of 
the cave.

A Curfew? 

When you think of a curfew 
you think of a regulation that 
requires youth to be off the 
streets by a set time at night. 
That’s true today, but curfews 
had a different meaning during 
the middle ages. In Europe, a 
curfew required that fires be 
covered or extinguished at a 
fixed hour in the evening. A 
bell was rung to notify the peo- 
ple that the curfew had begun. 
A metal cover, also called a 
curfew, was designed to cover 
embers in the fireplace during 
the night. More than a safety 
tool, it helped keep the embers 
alive until the morning.

Adoption information 

in Ohio & Indiana 

The Ohio Mutual Registry 
allows adoptees and birthpa- 
rents a way to reunite. A re- 
lease of information form must 
be filed with the Bureau of 
Vital Statistics by birthparents 


and birth sibling. Adult adop-_ 


tees must petition County 
Probate Courts to check the 
Mutual Consent Registry for a 
release of their birth family. If 
a release form is on file, the 
adoptee can be given identify- 
ing information about the birth 
family. 

Pre-1941 adoptions finalized 
in Indiana are not considered 
part of the “closed” records 
law. Requests for pre-1941 re- 
cords may be fairly new to 
some Indiana Courts. The 
adopted person who qualifies 
under this law should persist 
when contacting the court with 
jurisdiction.

Vandals desecrate 
Kolb tomb: 


News reports state that van- 
dals have struck again at the 
tomb of Col. Abel Kolb, Revo- 
lutionary War hero who was 
shot during a raid by a party of 
Tories in 1781. 

A little more than a year ago, 
his tombstone was stolen, but 
was found and restored. The 
stone has again been removed 
and a deep hole dug beneath 
the stone. The Marlborough 
County (SC) Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment is investigating the crime. 

Col. Kolb’s 2-story brick 
home was across the river from 
the junction of Cedar Creek 
with the Pee Dee River. It was 
here that a party of some 50 
Tories surrounded his home at 
night and under the threat to 
burn his home, persuaded him 
to surrender. 

As he went forth, accompan- 
ied vy his wife and sisters - and 
in the act of presenting his 
sword, he was shot and killed. 
Afterwards, his home was 
plundered and burned. 

Col. Kolb was one of the two 
wardens elected when St. Da- 
vid’s Society was organized on 
December 31, 1777. He served 
as Commander of the Whig 
forces that patrolled the area 
between what is now Bennetts- 
ville and Marion (SC) during 
the war, under the command of 
General Francis Marion. 

Col. Kolb’s monument com- 
memorating his life and deeds 
was erected many years ago by 
the Marlboro Chapter of the 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution.

and Marie Azema came to 
Louisiana in 1785 from France 
with the expedition of the se- 
ven ships which transported the 
Acadians during the Spanish 
period. Their descendants are 
known to have settled in Napo- 
leanville, Paincourtville, 
Houma and the west bank of 
New Orleans. 

Alexander Hebert was born 
3 June 1832 and was baptized 
at Thibodaux, LA. He was the 
son of Silvain Hebert and 
Marie Junot. Marie Azema 
Aucoin, the daughter of Gre- 
goire Aucoin and Clarisse 
Hebert, was born 9 February 
1838 and was baptized at Plat- 
tenville, LA. The couple mar- 
ried 21 September 1857 at La- 
badieville, LA. In 1860 these 
families lived in the Bruly 
Texas community in Assump- 
tion Parish, LA. 

Thirty members of this fam- 
ily are said to have this disease, 
doctors have confirmed 22 
cases.

A major part of the largest Judaica library in Latin America was destroyed because of a truck bomb that recently 
leveled the Jewish Community Center in Buenos Aires, Argentina, wounding 236 and killing 100. Half of the 
75,000 volume library and about half of the historical archives were lost, along with irreplaceable Torahs from the 
17th and 18th century, artistic records of early 20th century urban Jewish life in Buenos Aires and collections of let- 
ters from Jews (1936-1939) desperate to leave Germany and Eastern Europe. To rebuild their history, the archivists 
are starting an international appeal for records or copies of records pertaining to Argentina’s Jews. For information 
about making a contribution, call the YIVO Library in New York, 212-535-6700.

Project Judaica publications 

Project Judaica’s Jewish Archival Survey continues to gather data from archives across Russia and the republics 
of the former Soviet Union, and to enter it into a computerized database at Project Judaica’s RSUH office. So far, 
the Archival Survey has amassed information from 115 repositories in the Russian Federation. 

In addition to the Guide to Jewish Collections in Moscow Museums, Libraries and the Former Communist Party 
Archives published in February 1994, they are participating with St. Petersburg Jewish University in the publica- 
tion of Documentary Sources on Jewish History in the Archives of the CIS and Baltic States, edited by Dmitry 
Eliashevitch. The latter constitutes a listing of nearly 1,000 Jewish archival collections in the state archival systems 
of the former Soviet Union, including Ukraine, Belarus and Lithuania. it provides the most basic data on each col- 
lection such as name, repository where located, number and years covered. 

This publication will be followed by a multivolume Guide to Jewish Archival Collections in the former USSR, 
which will provide full descriptions of each collections’s contents. The first volume, due to 1996, will be in both 
English and Russian. Subsequent volumes will be devoted to Belarus and Ukraine. (Excerpted from Project Ju- 
daica Newsletter, Fall 1994.)

Zavala was able to both persuade Alonso and obtain an appoint- 
ment by the Crown for Chapa to serve as Zavala’s Royal 
Secretary. 

Juan Bautista Chapa held the post of Royal Secretary under nine 
Spanish Governors, spanning over a period of nearly forty years or 
more. Juan Bautista engaged in all the major campaigns against 
the Indians and into Texas to hunt the French, acting as second in 
Command. He kept records, surveyed land and made maps. When 


Alonso de Leon, the younger, was appointed as the first Governor . 


of Coahuila, he borrowed Juan Bautista Chapa. The town of 
Monclova was located and established directly under Juan Bau- 
lista supervision. 

Using feather pen, bad ink and mostly candlelight, Juan Bautista 
Chapa wrote the History of Nueva Leon from 1650-1690, but did 
not enter his own name in any way. 219 years later, in 1909, it was 
published as “unknown author”. Only recently have the efforts of 
historians brought out the worth of Juan Bautista Chapa’s histori-|

Stamps usually were made 
of baked clay, however, stone, 
copper and bone were occa- 
sionally used in old Mexico.

first-colonizers. They had three older sons who survived and 
reared families: Nicolas, Juan Bautista and Jose Maria. After serv- 
ing in the military for 16 years, each made claim for a Royal Grant 
of land. Land was awarded in the neighborhood of Parras, Aquale- 
guas and General Trevino. Many descendants still live in Nueva 
Leon, Coahuila and Texas, as well as all over the United States. 

All Chapas are related, cousins over the centurics. é 

Son, Juan Bautista, born 1660, mineral expert, discovered and 
registered mining and measuring techniques. Another early de- 
scendant (born 1783), Jose de Chapa, architect and engincer super- 
vised the building of the Aqualeguas Dam in Nueva Lcon. 

Mimi Lozano has traced her Grandfather Albcrto Chapa’s lines 
directly back to Juan Bautista Chapa. Alberto Chapa, born April 7, 
1879 in Sabinas Hidalgo, Nueva Leon. Son of Jose Ancstacio 
Chapa/Maria Teodora Sanches-Navarro, grandson of Jose Dioni- 
cio Chapa/Prima Feliciana Flores, great grandson of Jose Antonio 
Chapa/Maria Encarnacion Barrera. The Chapas in Sabinas Hi- 
dalgo displayed the same integrity and intellect as their ancestor. 
Alberto’s father and grandfather both served as Town Treasurer. 

Alberto Chapa received a university education and ultimately 
served as Superintendent of Schools and Mayor in Sabinas Hi- 
dalgo. Alberto married Petra Farias, niece of the great liberal 
leader, Valentin Gomez Farias. Twelve children were born, nine 
reached adulthood. 

In 1917, Professor Alberto had the honor of being elected to Di- 
putado Constituyente with the first elected Neuvo Leon Governor, 
Niceforo Zambrano. After his term of office, he served in 1920 
and 1921 as Inspector General de Censos for the Republic of Mex- 
ico, answering directly to President Alvaro Obregon. 

In this position, he once ordered all the records seized from a 
town which refused to be audited. In 1926, Alberto Chapa Ieft 
Mexico, moving his family first to San Antonio, eventually Los 
Angeles and settled in Stockton, California. 

Mimi Lozano stated, “Researching my Chapa heritage has 
amazed me. The character of the Chapa men has remained con- 
stant throughout the centuries. Intelligent men of principle giving 
their lives in service. We have so much to learn about who we are.”

The flag of the United Kingdom of England, Scotland and 
Northern or Great Britain, as it is usually called, is often referred to 
as the Union Jack. Properly speaking, it is the Union Jack only 
when it is displayed on the jack staff on the front of a boat. Other- 
wise, it should be referred to as the Union flag. 

The ancient national flag of England flag is a red St. George’s 
cross on a white background. This cross is centered vertically and 
horizontally. It is said that the emblem of St. George came to Eng- 
land by way of Queen Eleanor of Acquitane, where the war cry 
had been “St. George for the puissant duke,” her father. She was 
the wife of Louis VII of France, who divorced her in 1152. The
